MEXICO CITY, Dec. -8.—General 
José Alvarez, chief of the Presiden- 
tial staff, has informed THe New 
York Times correspondent that the 
following telegram was ‘sent last 
night to Colonel Charles..A. Lind- 
bergh in the United States: 


Mexico City, Dec. 7, 1927. 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh: 

It having reached my knowledge 
that you intend a flight from New 
York to Havana, in the Antilles, 
I invite you to do so via Mexico, 
where you ‘may rest assured of the 
warmest welcome.

| Lindbergh Has Accepted.

WASHINGTON; Dec. 8.—Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh announced to- 
night ihat he had accepted, an. invi- 
tation from President Calles of Mex- 
ico to make a flight to the City of 
Mexico. ‘The flight will be made in 
the Spirit.of St. Louis, the plane 
which carried him in his famous non- 
stop flight from New York to Paris 
last May. 

Whether it will be a non-stop flight 
Colonel Lindbergh did not know, he 
said. He explained that he would 
have to study conditions before de- 
termining that.’ It is his intention to 
start ‘the flight from Washington, 
and he indicated that he desired to 
make it a flight between the cap- 
itals of the two republics... No date 
has been set for the start, he said. 

Colonel Lindbergh stressed that he 
was not going under any official aus- 
pices. To questions from newspaper 
men as to the form in which the in- 
vitation camé, he explained that ‘‘it 
was just a personal invitation from 
the President of Mexico,’” and that 
it had come direct.to him from Mex- 
ico. City and not through the State 
Department or Dwight 'W. Morrow, 
the: American Ambassador in. Mexico 
City.

GALE AND COLD WAVE 
CAUSE DEATHS OF 12 


Widespread Storm With Low 
Temperatures Does Heavy 
Damage. 


THREE LAKE CRAFT LOST 


Buffalo .and Vicinity Suffer 
Severely—High Tide Hits 
Connecticut Ports.

CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—Arctic weather 
came in from the West today with a 
Northern gale that, reached a velo- 
city of forty-nine miles an hour in 
the city and seventy-five’ miles an 
hour on the lake outside. 

The cold wave has spread from 
Canada and. the Northwest to the 
far East, accompanied at many 
points. by severe gales, especially 
over the Great Lakes. 

Three vessels have been wrecked 
on the Great Lakes, but the loss of 
life in these disasters is not yet 
known. 

The wind storm was severe in the 
region ot Buffalo, doing widespread 
damage on land and water. 

Temperatures from zero to 53 de- 
grees below have been recorded in 
the Northwestern States. 


At least a dezen persons have per- 
ished from the cold. 


Buffalo Region Is Hard Hit. 


BUFFALO, Dec, 8 (7).—A gale off 
the Great Lakes today swept West- 


ern New York and the lake Prov- 
inces of Canada; disrupting shipping, 
tearing boats from their moorings 
in harbors, damaging houses, flood- 
ing wide sections and uprooting trees 
and poles. 

While: the gale subsided in the late 
afternoon from a maximum in the 
early morning of 84 miles an hour to 
around 70 miles an huur velocity, the 
Weather Bureau predicted that high 
winds would prevail tonight and to- 
morrow with some snow, and storm 
warnings were displayed. for Jake 
craft. 

No estimate of the damage was 
available tonight but it was expected 
to reach many thousands of dollars. 

Two fatalities. occurred, one at 
Buffalo and one at Windsor, Ontario. 
Falling glass, brick bats and dan- 
gling wires and cables injured scores 
of persons. 

On the Hamburg Turnpike, one of 
the main Southern highways leading 
out of Buffalo, 100 families were 
taken from their homes by rescuers 
in row boats.

PHILLIPS, PIPE MAN, IN CUBA 


Promises to Issue Statement Today 
—Governor Awaits Charges 
Against Connolly. 


James A. Rice, chief engineer in 
charge of sewer and highway work 
in the office of Borough President 
Maurice E. Connolly of Queens, oc- 
cupied the spotlight yesterday morn- 
ing and afternoon in the hearing be- 
fore the Board of Assessors in the 
Municipal Building on the $16,300,000 
Jamaica sewer scandal. 

This elderly, heavily built, red- 
faced man in apparel of youthful 
cut, who gets $7,250 a year from the 
city and says ‘‘them are the fig- 
ures,’’- underwent a scorching four- 
hour questioning from Henry H. 
Klein, former Deputy Commissioner 
of Accounts, now. attorney for a 
group of taxpayers protesting against 
their assessments for sewer construc- 
tion. 

The small, sharp-faced, belligerent 
attorney buzzed angrily at his large, 
easy-going victim throughout the 
hearing. He subjected Mr. Connolly’s 
chief engineer to a tortuous mental 
inquisition that virtually reduced him 
to the condition of a puppet by the 
end of the session. From a good- 
natured, self-confident man of af- 
fairs, as he seemed to be whén he 
took the witness stand, Rice wilted 
and dwindled under the attack until 
he was forced to make the most 
astonishing and humiliating admis- 
sions, which Mr. Klein. pressed’ vig- 
orously to show that the chief en- 
gineer was not qualified for his job, 
that’ he had been almost ‘unbeliev- 
ably incompetent and neglectful in 
handling contracts involving eb 
of public money, and that bh, h 
played the réle of a ‘‘dummy”’; w 
bids were padded, costs piled’ up 
and specifications framed for the 
benefit of the alleged sewer ring. 


Admissions Made by Rice. 


Mr. Klein forced Rice to admit 
that he had drawn.the specifications 


in .the Jamaica sewer contracts 
which practically compelled contrac- 
tors to use the special lock-joint 
pipe controlled in Queens by John M. 
Phillips, reputed kingpin of the sewer 
ring. Rice denied that he knew this 
special pipe was a patented article, 
and therefore prohibited by the city 
charter, but Mr. Klein made him 
admit that he had not inquired about 
this point from the Patent Office 
in Washington. 

Mr. Klein made him: admit that 
the -$368,000 contract for the Hemp- 
stead Avenue sewer, which like all 
the others in the Jamaica system 
have already been paid -by the city, 
was based on estimates which were 
too high by $75,000 in three items 
alone. The attorney made Rice ad- 
mit that a sheet of paper ° Rice 
brought to the meeting containing 
detailed estimates on this bid had 
been prepared for. him . within: the 
last two weeks, and that Rice him- 
self could not state the estimated 
costs without the prepared memo- 
randum. 

Mr. Klein charged that the esti- 
mates in the memorandum had been 
faked and padded to: justify the 
figures on which the contracts were 
allotted. He asserted that Borough 
President Connolly had been respon- 
sible for this action and had sent 
Rice to the hearing with instructions 
to be ‘‘the goat.’’ 


Phillips Goes to Cuba. 


Phillips, whose name has figured 
prominently in the sewer investiga- 
tion, arrived in Cuba on Wedhesday 
on the Pastores from New York and 
said yesterday that he would issue a 
statement today. His secretary, Fred 
H. Curran, denied, however, that 
Phillips had gone away.

LEGION TO TAKE POLL 
ON PROHIBITION LAW 


Nation-Wide Vote of Veterans 
and Women’s Group Is Set 
for Next May. 


SPAFFORD EXPLAINS MOVE 


Says Body Is Neither Wet Nor 
Dry, but Asserts People Never 
Approved the Law. 


Edward FE. Spafford, National 
Commander. of the American Legion, 
at a dinner give in his honor by the 
Department of New York at the Ho- 
tel - Pennsylvania last night, © an- 
nounced that on May 15, 1928, a pro- 
hibition poll would. be taken of the 
entire Legion and its Women's Aux- 
iliary. The announcement was loud- 
ly applauded by the 700 or more 
members and guests present. 

Between now and the date of the 
poll, Mr; Spafford said; ‘all 
halls of the Legion through 
country would be open for discus- 
sions of the prohibition question, as 
the Legion was neither wet nor dry. 
The three questions to be submitted 


e;to the membership are: 


‘Shall the Bighteenth , Amendment 
and the Volstead act be approved 
Eb els Meleysta belo t-ts a 


“Shall the Highteenth Amendment 
be continued? 

“Shall the Volstead act be amended 
so as to permit the use of light wines 
and beers with the usual natural 
percentage of alcohol?’’ 


Says Nation Never Approved. 


Asserting that there had . never 
been a popular vote by the people of 
the United States on the adoption of 
the Eighteenth Amendment,- Mr. 
Spafford declared that in a democ- 
racy no law should be enforced un- 
less it had the approval of a ma- 
jority of the voters. He continued: 

“No Government can long exist 
which does not enforce its laws, or 


which. resorts to a. breach of the 
fundamental principles of liberty in 
order to enforce a law which has not 
the sanction of the best thought of 
the. community.. Inasmuch as the 
strength of any law rests upon the 
strength of the governed, it should 
have;the unqualified consent.of the 


te) «) Co 

“tf the will of the people is for the 
retention of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and of the Volstead act, every 
effort of the Government should be 
bent . toward their enforcement. 
Gangsters should be reformed or an- 
nihilated; the man who lends_ his 
property or countenance to. illicit 
acts should be ostracized from. the 
society of law-abiding citizens. . 

“If, on the other hand, these. pro- 
visions have not the approval of. the 
majority of our citizenry, they should 
not remain-a dead letter which per- 
mits people to scoff at our institu- 
tions, but. should: be removed from 
our public records. It. was for such 
free expression of opinion that our 
ancestors formed. these — United 
States.’’ 


Lays Crime to Dry Law. 

Mr. Spafford, referred to murders 
by bootleggers and hi-jatkers, to the 
operations of gangsters in various 
parts of the country, to official graft 
and te the closing of clubs and 


restaurants by padlock, all the out- 
come of prohibition, according to the 
National Commander. 

“The great =o. parties. will 
have our contribution toward solvin 
this the greatest problem whic 
faces the nation today,’’ continued 
Mr. Spafford. » ‘‘They will have a 
true interpretation of the feeling of 
those who bore the brunt of the last 
war, true citizens of America. The 
will of the pete: must govern, ‘if 
we are to maintain that form of 
government contemplated. by the 
founders of our great Republic.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The elim- 
ination of President. Coolidge and 
Charles E. Hughes from the race for 
the Republican Presidential nomina- 
tion has. served ‘greatly. to, compli- 
cate the situation faced by followers 
of Vice President Dawes and former 
Governor Lowden of Illinois, who to- 
day were said to be alarmed over 
the possibility of Secretary Hoover 
obtaining a commanding lead, now 
that his backers are placed in a posi- 
tion’ to make a direct appeal in his 
behalf to the country. 

-The movement for the nomination 
of Mr. Hoover received important im- 
petus tofiight when it became known 
that Galen L. Tait, Collector of In- 
ternal. Revenue at Baltimore and

NATIVE-BORN WOMAN 
FACES DEPORTATION 


Lost Her Citizenship by Marriage 
to Scotchman — Separated 
From Him 2 Years Ago. 





Mrs. Ella Benson Mackenzie, born 
in this country forty-four years ago, 
faces deportation to Scotland, ac- 
cording to a ruling in Federal Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday because she mar- 
ried a Scotchman, Archibald Mac- 
kenzie, in 1918. They have been sep- 
arated since 1925. 

Mrs. Mackenzie, with her daughter 
Rhoda, 4 years old, has been living 
with her mother, Mrs. Wilhelmina 
Benson, a widow, and several broth- 
ers and sisters at 83 North Sixteenth 
Street, Flushing, since 1925. She 
entered the country on a visitor's 
non-quota visa in that year and has 
renewed it twice since. 

“I would rather die than go back 
to Scotland,’’ Mrs. Mackenzie said 
last night. ‘‘It seems a very strange 
thing that a woman who was born in 
this country can’t get her citizenship 
back when a man born in a foreign 
country, who can’t read or write, 
has. every. possibility of getting his 
citizenship papers. at happened in 
the case ahead of mine. They gave 
the man a book to read and he 
couldn’t do it.

Her visa was for six months, 
and she had it renewed twice, once 
for a year and once for six months 
more, she said. When the last re- 
newal ran out, she said, her applica- 
tion for citizenship had already been 
made. Senator Robert Wagner is in- 
terested in her case, she said, and a 
lawyer from his office represented 
her in court yesterday. 

Immigration authorities had ruled 
that she was in the country illegally 
and must go back to Scotland, Judge 
Grover M. Moscowitz told her yes- 
terday. He said he saw no way to 
circumvent the Immigration Board’s 
ruling, but reserved final decision 
until Dec. 22. 


MICHIGAN SNOWSTORM

crew of 130 men have been marooned 
in the Blueberry Mine of the Ford 
Motor Company, nine miles: west of

The miners are without food su 
plies, according to meagre reports 
reaching here. The nearest store- 
house is four miles from the mine 
and plans for a relief expedition were 
being made this afternoon. A gan 
of volunteers will attempt to ge 
through on skiis and snowshoes with 
enough food to last the miners a few 
hours. 

Railroad equipment is tied up. All 
crews are concentrating on efforts 
to plow out the main lines, while 
road machinery is stretched along 
miles of highways and the worn-out 
crews wait for relief in the blinding 
storm. 

Passenger trains that are not can- 
celed are running from five to ten 
hours Jate.

Estimates by Assistants. 

After the luncheon recess Rice pro- 
duced an estimate sheet for the 
Hempstead Avenue sewer. Mr. Klein 
quickly obtained possession of it and 
began to question Rice closely on the 
figures which it contained. Rice was 
forced to admit over and over again 
that he could not answer unless he 
had the estimate sheet in his hand, 
but Klein refused to return it to him. 
Rice admitted that he had not pre- 
— it himself; but that engineers 

his office had prepared it for him. 

Commissioner Higgins tried to stop 
this line of questioning when Mr. 
Klein became’ rather personal as to 
Rice’s habits, but Mr. Klein insisted 
he had a right to know how much 
time the Chief Engineer gave to his 
job.

GREEN REPLIES TO CRITICS 


He Disputes Democratic Contention 
That Tax. is Passed on to 
Consumers In Prices.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The tax 
eut bill, which was formally sub- 
mitted to the House today by. the 
Committee on Ways and Means, 
will reduce revenue $232,735,000, but 
less than half of this loss will be 
felt in the fiscal year 1928, ending 
June 30 next, according to a report 
on the measure made by. Chairman 
Green. The full effect of the tax 
cut will come in the fiscal year 1929, 
beginning, July 1 next. 

The reduction in the corporation 
tax from 13% to.11% per cent., the 
bill provides, shall become operative 
on March 15, .1928, on income of 
1927. All other cuts in taxes will 
become effective thirty days after 
apaoret of the measure by the Pres- 

ent. 

While the House plans to pass the 
bill before the holidays, action on 
it by the Senate may be deferred 
several weeks. Indications are that 
the bill will become law in March, 
probably by the 15th. As the new 
rates will be in effect for probably 
not more than two and a half months 
of the current fiscal year, treasury 
surplus for the year will be applied 


to the public debt, Chairman Green 
reported. 


Based on Revised Figures. 


The committee’s estimate that its 
plan of tax reduction will diminish 


revenues by $232,735,000, instead of 
past Wesleha-Miael-beM YSU MULIMULIM-bebelelbeter-tel 
last week, is based upon revised 
figures prepared by Treasury actu- 
aries. 

Figures given out by the committee 
last week indicated that the reduc- 
tion in the corporation tax rate 
would reduce revenues’ $166,000,000. 
Mr. Green now finds that this cut 
will run to $176,600,000. This esti- 
mated loss in revenue will be ef- 
fected by the reduction of the cor- 
poration rate to 11% per cent. and 
the increase in credit from $2,000 to 
$3,000 allowed corporations with in- 
comes of less than $25,000 a year. 

‘“‘The estimated surplus for 1929 is 
$274,000,000, including the irregular 
items, and is $199,000,000, excluding 
such items,’’ said the report. ‘‘It is

The 
first address will be on ‘‘The Path to 
Peace,’’ at a business men’s lunch- 
eon, and the second, at a mass meet- 
ing, will be on ‘‘The Development of 
the International Mind.’’ 

On his return journey Dr. Butler 
will speak at St. Louis to the officers 
and students of Washington Univer- 
sity on Wednesday of next week and 
in the. evening will discuss ‘‘The 
Eighteenth Amendment, Its Polit- 
ical, Social and Moral Problems,’’ at 
a@ mass meeting. On Thursday eve- 
ning he will speak on the joint reso- 
lution of Senator Capper of Kansas 
on the renunciation of war at a mass 
meeting in Indianapolis under the 
auspices of the Indiana Council of 
Foreign Relations. Dr. Butler is in 
favor of the Capper resolution. 

It was announced yesterday that 
Dr. Butler has received forty-two in- 
vitations, which he has been com- 
pelled to decline, from political or- 
ganizations, social clubs and . aca- 
demic groups to speak on prohibition 
or foreign relations. The invitations 
have come from Ohio, Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
Texas and Kentucky. 

Dr. Butler’s Denver addresses, it 
was announced, will be broadcast 
over the entire Mississippi and Rocky 
Mountain regions.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 8.—Lz2aders 
on both sides. were ready to bring the 
Vare case to a'final vote in the Sen- 
ate today when a flood of oratory 
interfered to postpone a decision 
until tomorrow.at the-earliest, There 
seéms little doubt that when the vote 
comes strenuous efforts will be un- 
able to prevent the case being re- 
ferred to the Reed investigating com-

The Reed committee was directed 
to report on’ the’ Vare case within 
sixty days “‘if practicable;’’ but in 
the Smith case the report was de- 
manded ‘‘at the earliest possible 
date.’’ The Vare resolution also was 
modified so that the ‘‘taint’’ upon 
the Vare credentials is regarded as 
‘prima facie.’’ As in the Smith 
case, Mr. Vare through the resolu- 
tion would have an opportunity to 
defend himself on the Senate floor. 
~ Senator Reed of Pennsylvania ac- 
cepted all the changes in the reso- 
lution originally offered by Sena- 
tor Norris of Nebraska, who 
was too ill today to be present. The 
Pennsylvania Senator | announced 
that when the voting came he would 
offer a substitute resolution, pre- 
sumably to seat Mr. Vare and in- 
vestigate his case later. 


Fear Filibuster Against Committee. 

This resolution appears. certain to 
be defeated, just as was a similar 
one offered by Senator Deneen for 
Mr. Smith. Indications are that the 
vote against Vare will virtually par- 
allel that against Smith. 

The sixty-day clause was inserted 
on request of Senator Reed of Penn- 
sylvania, who wanted it made man- 
datory, but was met with the dec- 
laration by Senator Robinson of 


Arkansas that ‘‘if practicable’’ must 
be written into the resolution. 

“T am not willing,’’ said Senator 
Robinson, who acted for Senator 
Norris, ‘‘to charge the committee 
with the responsibility of filing its 
report in sixty days if a filibuster 
or other obstructive tactics are at- 
tempted against the committee.’’ 

Obviously this remark referred to 
a possible filibuster against a reso- 
lution Senator Norris will introduce 
to extend the life of the Reed com- 
mittee. Democratic leaders feared 
that after the Vare case was sent 
to the Reed committee the Vare 
forces would filibuster against the 
resolution to revive the committee, 
and thus the hearings on the Vare 
matter might be postponed two 
weeks. 

‘‘We desire the report to be made 
as soon as possible, but we do not 
want the committee to be hamstrung 
by a filibuster,’’ Senator Robinson 
explained. 

Senator Caraway started the day 
with an excoriation of Mr. Vare and 
Pennsylvania politics. 

“Pennsylvania,” he said, ‘‘is the 
only one of the forty-eight States in 
which they confer immortality on a 
voter. Get yvour name on a Repub- 
lican voting list and you never die.”’ 


Wants Standard on Expenses. 


Senator Edge told the Senate the 
time had come when it had to set a 
standard of how much a Senator- 
elect could spend on campaign ex- 
penses, and Senator McLean argued 
for the right of a Senator-elect to be 
seated and investigated afterwards. 

By this time it was 1 P. M., and 
Senator Robinson had the resolution 
perfected and ready for the vote. 
But Senator Gillett took the floor and 


argued against the Senate having un- 
limited power to define the ‘‘qualifi- 
cations’’ of a Senator.

Senator Blease obtained the floor, 
but when Senator Bruce asked for a 
chance to ‘‘make an. observation,”’’ 
Mr. Blease said, ‘‘I yield; go on and 
get the speech out of your system.”’ 

“I knew the gentleman would make 
a remark like that,’’ said Senator 
Bruce. 

3 When Mr. Bruce spoke of the 

‘scandalous political conditions in 
the city of Philadelphia as a national 
disgrace,’’ Senator Reed of Penn- 
sylvania asked if Mr. Bruce had 
‘ever been to New York.”’ 

“*Yes,’’ replied Mr. Bruce, ‘‘and I 
bave walk the streets with pride. 
The people of New York endured cor- 
i gine and fraud, but they cast it 
off, as Philadelphia has never done.” 

Mr. Bruce engaged with Senators 
Shortridge, King and Fletcher in an 
extensive constitutional debate.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Assailing 
the Coolidge policy in dealing with 
Nicaragua, and China in the House 
today, Representative Schaefer, in- 
surgent Republican from Wisconsin, 
charged that ‘‘American troops were 
shooting down citizens of the two 
countries-in a-manner. just as brutal 
as when the Germans shot down poor 
Belgians.” : 

‘He.attacked an; item.in the. de- 
ficiency bill to appropriate money. to 
pay for the keep of American 
marines on foreign service. 

“This is a war against Nicaragua 
and China that the: President and the 
budget approve and which Congress, 
the only governmental body author- 
ized. to declare war, has not ap- 
proved,” Mr. Schaefer said.- 

‘If, the ‘House approves this a 
propriation, it will be ratification of 
this war and upholding the President 
and the budget director as the war- 
making authorities of the Govern- 
ment..-I-am in favor of upholding: all 
the laws of the country and the one 
giving Congress the sole privilege of 
authorizing war. should be respected 
as well as the Ejigteenth Amend- 
ment about which we hear so much. 
This item should ‘be refused.”’ 

Representative LaGuardia of New 
York supported Mr. Schaefer. He as- 
serted that Congress was in session 
when marines were ordered to China 
and Nicaragua and that its consent 
should have been requested. 

“It would have been an easy mat- 
ter,’’ said Mr. LaGuardia. ‘‘For the 
President to have sought. authority 
to use, these troops in other lands, 
but he knew it would not have been 
granted.”’

PARIS MUSICIANS WON 
BY NEW INSTRUMENT 


American Concern Makes an Offer 
for Invention That Plays by 
Wave of the Hand.

PARIS, Dec. 8.—The sensation in 
Paris musical circles caused by the 
arrival this week of Leon Theremin, 
@ young Russian inventor and mu- 
sician, and his remarkable in- 


strument which plays without being 
touched, was accentuated today with 
the statement of his managers that 
an American piano corporation had 
offered the youth aNlarge fortune for 
the rights to his invention. 

Police were called to keep order 
among the crowds which thronged 
to the Opera tonight to hear his con- 
cert and many hundreds’ were 
turned away. For the first time in 
the history of the Opera standing 
room was sold in boxes. 

M. Theremin is sailing for New 
York on the Majestic on Dec. 14 and 
will play at Carnegie Hall. A record 
price, said to be $35,000, is promised 
him for a single appearance. 

When the Russian made known in 
Berlin his creation of the unique 
instrument German musical centres 
hailed him as the inventor of a new 
form of music. Now French mu- 
sicians assert that the power of pro- 
rreee | beautiful harmony, until now 
denied all but a few, may soon be 
within the reach of thousands. M. 
Theremin insists that the instrument 
can be learned in a comparatively 
short time by any one with a normal 
sense of music. 

The instrument consists of elec- 
trical antennae placed in a box. This 
in turn produces an electromagnetic 
sphere, and by skillful movements of 
his hands M. Theremin so breaks 
up the currents as to produce mar- 
velously pleasing music. 

The American concern, having ex- 
amined the instrument, said it is 
convinced that it can manufacture 
it in large numbers. 


FINDS STUDENTS DIGNIFIED. 


Veteran Engineer of Princeton Train 
Recalls Hazing of Old Days.

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 8.—The 
average present-day, college student 
is dignified enough to be the Presi- 
dent of Princeton University in com- 
parison with the undergraduates of 
twenty-five years ago, according to 
Bill Stonaker, for the past quarter- 
century engineer of the train that 
carries Princeton students to and 


from Princeton Junction. An inter- 
view with him appears in The Daily 
Princetonian today. 

The college man.of today is grown 
up and acts more iike a man than 
the college man of twenty-five years 
ago, said the veteran Pennsylvania 
Railroad engineer.

Mr. Adams said ‘also 
that American industry must be pre- 
pared to pay heavier, rather than 
lighter taxes, and to cherish no illu- 
sions about further reduction of ex- 
penditures and taxation. 

‘Investigation has shown,”’’ he said, 
‘that since 1921 State and local taxes 
have increased more rapidly than 
Federal taxes have declined, and it 
is highly probable that a similar or 
greater increase will mark the fu- 
ture.”’ 

Mr, Adams said that in the years 
1920-1927 the Government surplus 
had averaged about $340,000,000 a 
year, and was $635,000,000 in 1927. 

‘Such surpluses,”’ he said, ‘‘are an 
open invitation to extravagance and 
to political tax.cuts, by which I mean 
tax: reduction based.upon nothing 
more solid than a desire to win 
votes. The spender and the politi- 
cicn are awake, with keen eyes and 
keener appetite, and in the long run 
the opposition of the taxpayer is an 
indispensable factor in holding them 
in check. 

“The real problem as I see it, how- 
ever, is not one of statistics, but of 
forces. At least. four powerful fig- 
ures are contending for the’ control 
of this large margin or surplus, what- 
ever its exact size may be—the 
spender, the taxpayer, the politician 
(wanting unnecessary tax reduction 
to catch votes), and the saver, rep- 
resented by President Coolidge, with 
Secretary Mellon, General Lord and 
Congressman Madden in the imme- 
diate background. 

“During the last eight years the 
‘saver’ has waged a magnificent bat- 
tle, and if it were certain that he 
could continue to win, I should add 
my counsel to those who are urging 
the taxpayer to abate the vigor of his 
fight. But in my opinion, the 
spender and the politician will, in the 
next ten or fifteen years, win more 
victories than the saver. 

“It is my opinion that in the last 
five or six years the corporations of 
the country, through their compara- 
tive inactivity, have failed to secure 
reductions which were fiscally pos- 
sible and which would have bene- 
fited not only .themselves but the 
country as a whole.”’ 

“According to recent estimates .of 
the Treasury Department, if the cor- 
porations of the country were treated 
as partnerships (that is, the stock- 
holders paying as individuals on their 
distributive shares in the corporate 
earnings), the average rate of tax 
on the stockholders would be 9.10 per 
cent.; whereas they actually pay, 
through the corporation, 13% per 
cent., and are subject in addition to 
surtaxes on. distributed dividends 
which ming the total rate paid 
through both taxes to 15.27 per cent. 

“This discrepancy between the in- 
dividual and the corporation rates not 
only represents an illogical discrim- 
ination against the corporate form of 
business organization, but it has 
other unmwholesome effects which 
cannot be discussed at this time. 

*T believe that we could have a 
sounder and better tax system. in 
every way if we had retained some 
of the war taxes on semi-luxuries 
which have been repealed, and re- 
fused certain deductions or exemp- 
tions within the income tax which 
have been granted, using the pro- 
ceeds to reduce the general corpora- 
tion rate,’’

Mr. Gallivan promptly returned the 
fire from his side of the aisle anda 
warm debate ensued. 

In denying that the State Depart- 
ment or any official of the embassy 
in Paris was_responsible for. the 
alleged spying, Mr. Wood assumed 
that Mayor James J. Walker of New 
York was the person Involved in the 
complaint. 

But Mr. Gallivan. took issue on 
this point,. declaring that in ‘his 
speech yesterday he did not mention 
Mayor Walker’s name, but had 
merely described the personage he 
‘was discussing as the ‘‘Mayor of the 
greatest city in America.’?’ He added 
that some people professed to think 
he was referring to Mayor ‘‘Bill’’ 
Thompson of Chicago. 

Representative Andrew L. Somers, 
Democrat, of Brooklyn, interrupted 
the colloquy between Mr.. Wood and 
Mr. Gallivan to state that Mr. Wood 
apvarently was trving to convey the 
impression that Mayor Walker had 
complained that he was trailed in 
Paris, whereas the Mayor had made 
no such allegation. r. Somers in- 
Sisted that the incident of alleged 
Surveillance first had discussion in 
the newspapers without any author- 
ity from Mayor Walker. 

Inquiry Explaining Incident. 

Mr. Wood traced the history of the 
complaint, lodged against Sheldon 
Whitehouse, the Chargé d’Affaires 
of the Paris Embassy, to a hearing 
of the Appropriations Committee on 
the Deficiency bill when. Assistant

To Reorganize Commission. 


The reorganization of the ‘Missis- 
sippi River Commission, Federal con- 
trol over structures within natural 
floodways and the comprehensive 
mapping of the alluvial valley are 
also recommended. Flood control of 
tributaries -will be reported upon 
after the completion of surveys al- 
ready authorized by Congress. 

The control of Mississippi floods by 
reservoirs is said-to be too costly to 
warrant their construction, but their 
development for local benefits is dis- 
cussed. Other suggested schemes, in- 
cluding levees of sufficient height to 
contain the maximum possible - 
are discussed, but found inadvisable. 

The recommended plan funda- 
mentally differs from the present 
project in that it limits the amount 
of flood water carried in the main 
river to its safe capacity and sends 
the surplus water through lateral 
floodways. 

Advocates of heavy Government 
expenditures for flood control are 
disappointed by the report, but the 
President appears to feel that a con- 
siderable concession is being made 
in connection’ with the Administra- 
tion’s economy plans. He -said in: his 
message, however, that. the heavy 
cost of the project was manifestly 
justified. In describing the plan, he 
expressed the belief that it was com- 
parative and adequate. in its en- 
gineering.

Man must not try to. restrict the 
Mississippi River. too much in ex- 
treme floods. .The river will break 
any plan which does this.

“At high floods it is also necessary 
to divert down the Atchafalaya Ba- 
sin the -flood waters in excess of 
the discharge capacity between the 
levees of the Mississippi. This is 
accomplished by strengthening and 
raising the levees onthe main river 
three feet for the necessary distance 
to assure their safety until levees at 
the head of the Atchafalaya Basin 
open. 
“The levees-on the south bank of 
the’ Red River will be strengthened 
and raised sufficiently to keep flood 
waters from entering the Atcha- 
falaya Basin except in the floodway, 
through the relief or fuse plug levees 
at the head of the floodway.

Reports Progress on Valuations. 


Reporting upon its regular work 
for the fiscal year 1927, the commis- 
sion said it had approved the issue by 
railroads of securities having a total 


par value of $1,157,368,000. Its work 
on valuation of railroads was also 
brought nearer a close and the report 
predicted that by June, 1928, the val 
uation work, begun in 1907, would be 
practically completed. 

Discussing railroad operations, the 
commission pointed out that in- 
creased operating efficiency and 
greater.:safety for human life and 
limb were notable in the common 
carrier field at the present time. 

‘‘Although the freight. business was 
greater in 1926 than in 1920,” the re- 
port said, ‘‘there was a reduction of 
over 2 quarter of a million employes 
and nearly a billion hours in time 
worked between the two periods For 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1927, 
railways reported an average of 
1,798,495 employes, receiving a total

*‘The statistics of railway accidents 
show a decided tendency in the direc- 
tion of greater safety. So recently 
as 1927, the number of railroad 
fatalities was over 10,000. In 1926, 
the corresponding number was about 
7,000. * * * Grade crossing fatali- 
ties, on the other hand, were about 
50 per cent. greater than the number 
ten years ago.’’

Mussolini Is Said to Be Pleased 
With Change of Ambas- 
sador to Rome. 


CONFERENCE TALK REVIVED 


Taik of Mussolini and Briand 
Meeting After Way to Results 
Has Been Prepared.

PARIS, Dec.. 8.—One gathers the 
impression that the chances of a real 
improvement in: feeling between Italy 
and France are brighter. There is 
not much definite to go on so far, 
but the atmosphere seems better. 

Following the tirades of the trans- 
alpine press after the signature on 
Nov. 11 of the treaty between France 
and Yugoslavia there, appears to 
have been a revulsion of feeling on the 
part of a large section of the Fascist 
press, and then Italy has just signed 
a@ commercial! treaty with France, 
similar, incidentally, to that which 
France’s Serbian allies have up to 
the present steadfastly refused to 
sign. 

‘Foreign Minister Briand has in ef- 
fect offered to meet Premier Mus- 
solini half way for a conference and 
Mussolini has not said no. And per- 
haps it is just as well that he has 
not said yes too quickly, for in all 
likelihood such ‘a conference, like all 
other conferences, will have a bet- 
ter chance of success if prepared 
beforehand. France has just named 
a new Ambassador to Rome, and 
while it is not expected that Count 
de Beaumarchais will disavow the 
works of: René Besnard, the retiring 
‘Ambassador, it is no secret that 
Mussolini is pleased over the change. 


Pressure on Both Governments. 


One gathers that a good deal of 
pressure is being brought on both 
the Paris and Rome Governments to 


try and get together. In view of all 
the pinpricks of the last three years 
it is evident that a good deal of 

tience is needed. . Briand has 
imitless patience, hence the state- 
ment may be made that if Musso- 
lini, who has not a good deal, has 
enough for the tedious work of pre- 
paring a conference it will have a 
good chance of success. If it failed 
the situation naturally would be 
‘worse than if it had not taken place. 

Economically there is small reason 
why France and Italy should not 
agree. Their differences are of a 
political nature. It is a comman say- 
jing that Mussolini despite his suc- 
cess at home has not discovered how 
to export himself. His standing 
among the statesmen of other na- 
SS gs is less than logically it should 

e. 
There are two recent grievances 
that the French charge against 
Mussolini: one is the demonstration 
at Tangier and the other is the 
signature of the protective alliance 
with Albania, directed, of course, 
against France’s ally, Yugoslavia. 
But Mussolini has shown a disposi- 
tion to accept for the present certain 
concessions offered him in Tangier, 
and as for the signature of the 
treaty with Albania as a retort to 
the Franco-Serb treaty, one may call 
that tit for tat. 

Mussolini’s main complaint against 
France is also two pointed. In the 
first place he contends that France is 
unreasonable in blocking all efforts 
to get more colonies and, secondly, 
France allows an _ unreasonable 
amount of anti-Fascist agitation on 
her soil. On the second count he 


might get satisfaction, but on the|° 


colonial issue there are many diffi- 
culties in the way. However, it stands 
to reason that a general political 
agreement with France offers more 
prospect of colonial acquisition than 
continued disagreement with France. 


Talk With Litvinoff Cited. 


There is naturally a basic dislike 
in Republican France for the Fascist 
régime, but as is pointed out, there 


is even more dislike for the Soviet 
régime and M. Briand managed to 
have a conversation with Litvinoff at 
Geneva. The Liberté argues today 
that France has more to fear from 
Bolshevism than from Fascism. 

Referring to the possibilities of 
France and Italy getting together, 
the Intransigeant says: 

“This is a great task and should 
be handled prudently to succeed. No 
precipitation and no unprepared con- 
ferences.”’ 

A great deal of attention has been 
attracted in France by a recent arti- 
cle by Arnaldo Mussolini in_ the 
Popolo d'Italia of which the Duce 
‘was former editor. The writer says: 

“‘Between the two peoples there ex- 
ist neither notable historical discords 
nor serious economic conflicts.’’ 

He then refers to the two Latin 
countries as jealous lovers. Now why 
did the Duce’s brother write that 
article? In considering the situation 
one should not lose sight of the fact 
that Mussolini’s feelers toward Ger- 
many have not met with much suc- 
cess, and in view of the scope of 
France’s system of alliances perhaps 
there appears to the Roman Dicta- 
tor the conception of great difficul- 
ties attending the construction of a 
rival Balkan group. 


Secret Meeting; Talk Denied. 


ROME, Dec. 8 #).—The Italian For- 
eign Office tonight unequivocally de- 
nied rumors that Premier Mussolini 


secretly left Rome this evening to 
keep some sort of a mysterious meet- 
ing with Foreign Minister Briand of 
France. 

Although the Premier’s absence 
from this afternoon’s sitting of the 
Senate and Chamber and the absence 
of the usual guard outside the door 
of his office at the Chigi Palace 
were remarked upon, it was stated 
by a Government spokesman that the 
Premier had no intention of meeting 
_ French Foreign Minister at this 

me. 

The spokesman said that there 
were too many points of detail left 
unsettled for the two men to be able 
to talk profitably on the larger issues 
at present between the two countries. 

e rumors had it that the Premier 
‘was on his way to Domo d’Ossola on 
the Italo-Swiss frontier. 

France, it was said at the Chigi 
Palace, made overtures to Italy more 
than a year ago for conversations be- 
tween th+ Foreign Ministers of both 
countries. Italy, it was stated, re- 
plied that she was ‘‘ready,’’ but there 
were no further developments. While 

readiness for a meeting then ex- 
pressed, still exists, the spokesman 
said that it was obvious, in view of 
the signing of the Franco-Yugoslav 
compact and the Italo-Albanian 
treaty of Triana, much preliminary 
work remained to be done by means 
of conversations through regular 
diplomatic channels before Mussolini 
and Briand could have a satisfactory 
interview with a promise of concrete 
conclusions helpful to both parties.

GENEVA, Dec. 8.—The arrival of 
the Polish Dictator,’ Marshal Pil 
sudski, is now impatiently awaited in 
order that the League of Nations 
Council may get away from the hum- 
drum discussion of minor matters, 
which occupied it today, and resume 
the debate on the more interesting 
and more vital subject of the Polish- 
Lithuanian imbroglio, 

There are conflicting statements 
regarding the hour the Marshal will 
arrive. The Polish Foreign Minis- 
ter, M. Zaleski, stated this after- 
noon that Pilsudski would get here 
by train at noon tomorrow 
and to go before the Coun- 
cil at the ernoon session. At the. 
same time, news from Warsaw was 
that it would be impossible for him 
to arrive before night. 

Poland continued as the main sub- 
ject on today’s agenda, the Council 
hearing reports on the German 
minorities in Upper Silasia and also 
concerning the transport of Polish 
war munitions through Dantzic. 

For once, the delegates of the big 
powers backed up each other in re- 
fusing a Polish demand to refer the 
Dantzic matter to the Permanent 
Court of International Justice. For- 
eign Ministers Chamberlain of Great 
Britain, Stresemann of Germany and 
Briand of France, in cbjection, said 
the issue already had been seventeen 


times discussed and must be settled | P 


without further reference to judicial 
authority. 


“Big Five's’? Action Causes Offense. 


GENEVA, Dec, 8 (”).—Differences 
between Poland and Lithuania have 
produced some friction between 
members of the League of Nations 
Council as to methods of procedure. 

When Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
Foreign Ministers Briand and 
Stresemann and Vittore Scialoja, 
Italian Minister to Switzerland, and 
Mineichiro Adachi, Japanese Minis- 
ter to France, held a private con- 
ference Tuesday night to consider 
the Polish-Lithuanian quarrel, nine 
other members of the Council repre- 
senting smaller powers were some- 
what offended, as they felt that the 
“Big Five’’ was taking over a matter 
which is the business of the entire 
Council. 

After the open Council meeting to- 
day was concluded, a private meet- 
ing of the entire Council was reld in 
the office of Sir Eric Drummond, 
Secretary-General of the League, to 
conciliate members who felt they 


-|had been slighted and to discuss the 


procedure tomorrow, when Marshal 
Pilsudski, the Polish Premier, will 
apnear before the Council, 

The Polish-Lithuanian situation has 
not passed the critical stage, by any 
means, and until Marshal Pilsudski 
has been heard, the outcome will re- 
main uncertain.

LUDENDORFF ASSAILS 
GERMANY’S PRESIDENT 


Says Parker Gilbert and Papal 
Nancio Rule Reich—Scores 
Masons, Jesuits and Jews. 





BERLIN, Dec. 8 (#).—Strictures on 
President von Hindenburg made last 
night by General Erich Ludendorff 
meet with scant sympathy in the 
German press today. 

The Nationalists apparently regard 
the attack as in bad form, for even 
the extremist Deutsche Zeitung fails 
to publish his reference to the Ger- 
man President as standing by pas- 
sively while S. Parker Gilbert, Agent 
General for a a and Mon- 
signor Pacelli, Papal Nuncio, ‘‘rule 
Germany.”’ 

Other papers of the Right omit ref- 
ence to the attack on the President, 
while the Lokal Anzeiger simply 
stated that ‘“‘two passages in the ad- 
dress referred to the ich’s Presi- 
dent as imperfectly advised.’’ 

The radical organs, “which have 
long ceased taking Ludendorff seri- 
ously, make scant or no reference at 
all to the address, in which Luden- 
dorff also charged that Freemasons, 
Jesuits .and Jews had robbed Ger- 
many of certain victory in the war. 

Ludendorff delivered his tirade at 
a meeting of the Tannenberg Federa- 
tion. He said that ‘‘even today the 
super-national powers rule Germany 
through Parker Gilbert (Agent Gen- 
eral for Reparations) and Mgr.

Mummies of the Mongolians, who 
are believed to have been; the first 
inhabitants of North America, will 
be sought early next year, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by the Stoll-Mc- 
Cracken Siberian-Arctic Expedition 
of the American Museum of Natural 
History, which is preparing to ex- 
plore new lands on the Arcti¢ coast 
of Siberia and collect flora and 
fauna for the museum. 

The Mongolian mummies, older 
than those of the Egyptians and, ‘un- 
like the latter, mummified by nature 
in caves, were reported to be in exis- 
tence several F ae FY =<) yf the: late 
Dr. William H. Dall of the Smith- 
sonian Institution...

Dr. Krass Pleads for Tolerance 
in Practice at Dinner Given 
by Albee. 


FAITHS UNITE FOR AMITY|& 


‘ Father Edward F. Leonard Declares 
Fellowship Demands Common 
Sense and Sense of Humor.. 


Under the slogan of ‘‘Amity, jus- 
tice and peace between the many 
groups that compose America,” 
Catholics, Protestants and Jews met 


at the National Vaudeville Artists’ | 1921 


Club, 229 West Forty-sixth Street last 
night at a dinner given by E. F. Al- 
bee, a member of the advisory coun- 
cil of the National Conference of 
Jews and Christians. 

The Rev. Dr. Nathan Krass; Rabbi 
of Temple Emanu-El, injected the 
question of Governor Smith’s possi- 
ble candidacy for President in an 
address which followed those of 
others who stressed the need for tol- 
erance between religions and the alli- 
ance that should exist ‘between Jew 
and Christian for harmonious rela- 
tionship. Dr. Krass asked whether 
the Protestants would put this tol- 
erance and brotherly spirit into prac- 
tice if they were called upon to vote 
for a Catholic for President. 

Earlier in the evening the gather- 
ing listened to a letter from Gov- 
ernor Smith, in which he expressed 


his regret that he could not be pres- 
ent, and added: 

‘‘The work of your conference has 
interested me, and I have taken 
many opportunities to express my 
personal good will toward the work 
which you are doing. All sincere ef- 
forts to promote a sympathetic un- 
derstanding of varying points of view 
are worth while, and one which is 
sponsored as yours is by the leading 
men and women of the nation will 
render a special service toward estab- 
lishing that universal tolerance and 
true freedom in which American civ- 
ilization is deeply rooted.” 


Speakers at Dinner. 





The speakers besides Dr. Krass 
and Mr. Albee were Bishop William | 
T. Manning, the Rev. Dr. S. Parkes | 
Cadman, the Rev. Edward F. Leon- 
ard, pastor of St. Malachy’s Church; 
Will H. Hayes and Adolph S. Ochs. ; 
John W. Herring presided. 

“‘We are faced with a big condition 


in the United States,’’ said Dr. Krass 
after he had declared that Christians 
and Jews must unite to do battle 
against hatreds and prejudices and 
other harmful forces. ‘It is not a’ 
political question. It is religious. I 
don’t care if you be Republican or 
Democrat. This is an issue which 
transcends even politics. The time 
is not far distant when the issue will , 
be brought before the United States, | 
before its 110,000,000 people, before 
its Catholic, Jewish and Protestant | 
population. 

“That issue is this: ‘Has one who ' 
is not a Protestant in faith an equal | 
chance to appear as candidate for: 
the highest office in the’ bestowal of 
the American people?’ 

“I as a Jew am willing to predict 
that even as in the lesser offices of | 
the country, as Mayor, as Governor : 
and as member of the United States | 
Supreme Court, Catholics have been 
loyal, honest and decent American 
citizens, they, I firmly believe, would 
be loyal in the highest office in the 
bestowal of the American ‘people. 
The day has come when the dictum 
of the old Hebrew prophet and the 
teaching of Jesus must be observed: 
It is not what you say that counts, 
but what you do.”

his sympathy with the good-will

*‘We are living in an age which I 
think might be called ‘the age of 
human fellowship,’’’ Bishop Man- 
ning declared. ‘‘There wouldn’t be 
any trouble about human fellowship 
if only we could have a sufficient 
number of gatherings like this and 
a sufficient number of men in the 
world like E. F. Albee.’’ 

Dr. Cadman said there was no 
such thing as a ‘‘Nordic race,’’ but 
that ‘‘we are all glorious mongrels.’’ 
He spoke of Mayor Thompson of 
Chicago as the ‘‘soul of sweetness.’’ 

‘“‘There,’’ he said, ‘‘you have pro-, 
vincialism carried to the nth power, 
who by his artful demagogy is 
able to gull those who are guillible 
and deceive the ignorant.’’ 


Pleads for Two Virtues. 
Father Leonard, pastor of St. Mal- 
achy’s Church, known as “Thej 
Actors’ Church,” stressed the need 





for a more tolerant attitude between 
peoples. 


“Speaking as a Catholic clergyman 


of thirty years’ experience,”’ said the 
priest, ‘I think that there are two 


virtues very much needed in promot- 
ing a spirit of good fellowship and 
tolerance, viz., common sense and 
sense of humor. 

“True religion must be a sensible 
religion. God gave us our common 
sense and any religion which is op- 
posed to it cannot be true religion.

»“The Governor, as usual, is ahead 
of his generation,’’ said the prose- 
cutor. ‘‘He is taking a really sensi- 
ble and scientific view of the im- 
prisonment of a person convicted of 
a crime. You can standardize crime, 
but you can’t standardize criminals. 
Every rson convicted of a crime 
en fied by penal laws as a crim- 
“Tt is easy to see that the same 
sentence does not fit- every person 
who commits a crime. By commit-

holidays drier by at least one liquor 
eargo. Soon she sighted the former 
submarine chaser 217 running with- 
out lights. Boatswain Sande whistled 
to the other craft to heave to, but 
Sal -Mae Hp u-t-4-Bue(reGins(- Me cep eebeutcbete @ies am aot -) 
Siren and made off, 

The one-pounder flashed, but the 
well-aimed shot across the fugitive’s 
bow was answered by a burst of 
speed as she scurried away. The 
cutter gave chase, both craft zig- 
zagging in and ont among harbor 
vessels. Eight other shots, none of 
which was intended to hit the fleeing 
boat, were fired at her in the hope 
that she would heave to. But the 
holiday rumboat men appeared to 
realize that they were in little or no 
danger from -the firing. 

In Staten Island Sound the crew 
of the rum runner seemed to sense 
that capture was inevitable and be- 
gan jettisoning the liquor cargo. 
Just how many kegs of malt went 
overboard Boatswain Sande does not

Into the Kill van Kull went both 
boats, the cutter gaining slowly 
upon the former submarine chaser. 

e rum boat’s commander evident- 
ly ee that his best chance lay 
in a landing, and he headed for the 
New Jersey shore at Elizabethport. 
At the railroad pier there lay the 
Danish lumber schooner Urda, her 
crew of six men asleep in their 
bunks, unaware of what was trans- 
piring until they were awakened by 
the crash. 

The rum runner’s prow dug into 
the Urda’s stern and stuck there, 
with a seven-inch dent in her own 
prow. She had neatly sliced in two, 
however, a lifeboat that*hung aft on 
the schooner. 

According to Boatswain Sande and 
his men, nine rum runners fled from 
their craft over the deck of the Urda 
and ashore, escaping in the darkness. 
The men aboard the Urda had not 
reached the deck when the last fum 
runner crossed it. With his small 
command it seemed useless to pur- 
sue nine fugitives, who might have 
seattered in many directions, so Boat- 
swain Sande stayed with his prize. 
At that time the rum boat’s motor 
was still running. 

A hawser was later attached and 
the rum runner was freed from the 
lumber schooner and towed to the 
Barge Office, where she was placed 
under guard.

Wile Mn met hem @lebul-iat-bebaram st: Le Mimrciney ey + 0 iad 
in this country. 

These statements, together with his 
assertion with respect to the ‘‘col- 
lapse of morality,’’ were applauded 
vigorously. 

“T believe that we are no longer 
Christiatis ‘inthis country,’’ Profes- 
sor Erskine said. ‘‘I believe it be- 
cause we adopted a law absolutely 
contrary to Christianity and. did so 
without noticing it or being both- 
ered about it. 

“Christ had a run-in with prohi- 
bitionists. He drank wine and they 
cailed him a drunkard and a wine- 
bibber. These were the Pharisees, 
and his reply, to.them was that they 
were hypocrites, .I have seen min- 
isters. go from a prohibitionist ser- 
mon to holy communion. They said 
that was all right and legal. When 
I told them yes, but the wine itself, 
according to prohibitionists, was 
harmful, they called me frivolous. 

“The idea was originally that no 
virtue could be credited to any of us 
unless practised by free will and 
choice. Christ has a good deal of 
contempt for those who iead ‘good’ 
lives, not by choice, and for which 
they deserve no credit. The objec- 
tion to prohibition is the same as the 
objection to drunkenness—it takes 
away the freedom of will. 

‘Temperance is control of all the 
functions of our bodies..“The man 
who refuses liquor, goes in for apple 
pie and develops a pavnch is no 
ethical leader for me. ‘The prohi- 
bitionists say, ‘Let’s protect the 
weak,’ I think they are the weak. 
They say drink is dangerous. So is 
dancing, so is the theatre, so is life 
itself, and many have turned their 
backs upon it and entered a mon- 
astery for fear they might get hurt.”

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BARONESS GETS WRIT

Von Steer’s Wife, on Ellis Island, 
Seeks to Remain So She May 
Collect Alimony. 


“A writ of habeas corpus, calling 
for the production in the United 
States Court on Tuesday next. of 
Baroness Johanna von Steer, now 
being held at Ellis Island for depor- 


tation, was signed yesterday by 
Judge Francis A. Winslow. 

According to the papers filed, the 
Baroness, then Johanna SBercovik 
Barota, arrived in New York on the 
steamship Rotterdam in April, 1915, 
being admitted for permanent resi- 
dence as a native of Austria, and a 
few months later married Baron Dr. 
Guido von Steer, also. a residence 
alien, who was formerly private sec- 
retary to the late Emperor Franz 
Josef of Austria-Hungary. 

She returned to Austria after the 
United States entered the war, and 
did not again enter the country until 
in December, 1924, when she came 
as 3, visitor and obtained several suc- 
cessive extensions until September 
last year. Upon her second arrival 
in New York she found her husband 
living with another woman, she al- 
leges, and brought a Supreme Court 
action for separate - maintenance, 
which was granted. 

During the war Baron von Steer, 
who is a chemist, was arrested as a 
dangerous enemy alien, and was in- 
terned in Fort Oglethorpe, where he 
was detained until 1921. He is cred- 
ited with being the man who “‘dis- 
covered’? Mme. Maria Jeritza, opera 
star, when she was an obscure 
singer in Austria. 

‘Deportation will cause extreme 
hardship to Mme. von Steer,” her 
attorney, Robert Spear, who pre- 
sented the petition, said yesterday. 
“If she goes back to Austria she 
will have to live in abject poverty, 
as her husband, who now must pay 
her $20 a week, will not send her 
any more money. Her husband was 
legally admitted at the same time 
as she, and now he can stay here 
and do as he pleases, while she is 
ordered deported.’’

“So far as I can find out there is 
no likelihood of any proposal for ab- 
rogation of the two-thirds rule com- 
ing before the convention,’’ Mr. 
Shaver'said. ‘‘The ‘agitation seems 
to have died down. alk of doing 
away with two-thirds majority gen- 
erally comes up a year or two in ad- 
vance of every Democratic National 
Convention. But when the promoters 
of the idea take time to think what 
effort will be required to upset what 
through a hundred years of practice 
has become a tradition with our 
party, and how unfavorably such a 
fi he is likely to react on the people 
who started it, they invariably aban- 
don it.’ 


Committee Meets Jan. 12. 


The Democratic National Commit- 
tee will meet at Washington Jan. 12 
to fix the time and place for the con- 


vention. . Mr. Shaver said the Demo- 
crats would meet late in June, about 
two weeks after the Republicans. 
We said there was no prospect of a 
long fight such as embittered the re- 
count meeting of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee over the selection 
ef a Democratic convention city. 

According to Mr, Shaver Miami, 
¥Fla., indicated some time ago a de- 
gire for the convention and was pre- 
pared to put up $200,000 for expenses 
to get it. If the offer should be re- 
newed at the time of the National 
Committee meeting next month it 
is believed that the Florida city will 
receive serious consideration. Cleve- 
land and Detroit are expected to 
fight for the convention. A promi- 
ment Democrat expressed the opin- 
jon last night at the Waldorf that 
Cleveland probably was in the best 
position, but that Miami had a good 
chance to win. 

Friends of Governor Smith have 
expressed no preference in the mat- 
ter of a convention city. It has been 
urged upon them, however, that be- 
cause of the sentiment in the South 
toward the Governor’s candidacy it 
would not hurt the Governor if a 
Southern city had the privilege of 
holding the National Convention. 
This would be .the first time since 
the Civil War that the South re- 
ceived this favor, and the argument 
is said to have impressed the Gov- 
ernor’s friends. The group of Na- 
tional Committeemen friendly to the 
Governor’s candidacy will, it is be- 
lieved, dominate the January meet- 


Mr. Shaver said he did not expect 
the convention would be a long, 
drawn out affair like the 1924 con- 
vention. A brief, businesslike meet- 
ing will be urged by the Chairman at 
next month’s meeting as an essential 
condition for success. Mr. Shaver 
would not discuss candidates. 


Georgian Active for Smith. 


Hollins Randolph, who was Chair- 
man of the Georgia delegation at the 
Madison Square Garden convention 
and a prominent participant in the 
fight to prevent the nomination of 
Governor Smith then, has been en- 
gaged for many weeks in missionary 
work in the South to smooth the 
way for Governor Smith at next 
year’s convention. He has to!d the 
Southern Democrats that the party 
can win if the delegates will leave 
religious and other prejudices at 
home when they go to’ the conven- 
tion. ._He has also uged abrogation 
of the two-thirds rule, but dropped 
this phase of his pro-Smith activity 
when Tammany decided that the 
Governor could win even with the 
two-thirds rule in operation. 

It is understood that Georgia may 
send to the convention either an un- 
instructed delegation or one pledged 
to Senator Walter F. George as 
Georgia’s favorite son.

SMITH MEN’S PLANS 
CHECKED IN OHIO 


Donahey’s Friends Demand That 
Pomerene’s Votes Go to State’s 
Governor if Wanted. 





COLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 8 (#).—Ef- 
forts of friends of Governor Smith of 
New York to obtain for him the 
carte blanche control of Ohio’s dele- 
gation to the National Convention 
were upset today by friends of Gov- 
ernor Vic Donahey. 

As a result, Ohio’s forty-eight 
votes, or at least a majority of 
them, are expected to be available 
to QOhio’s Chief Executive if and 
when a condition should arise in the 
National Convention that would 
bring Donahey to the front as a 
prospective Presidential candidate. 
Governor Donahey has announced 
repeatedly, however, that he is not a 
candidate. 

Plans to select an Ohio delegation 
pledged to former Senator Atlee 
Pomerene had been prepared for ap- 
proval by the State Central and Ex- 
ecutive committees, meeting here to- 
day. Mr. Pomerene has publicly en- 
dorsed Governor Smith. 

en the plan was revealed to 
Governor Donahey’s friends, notice 
was given that they would not ap- 
prove it, even if it became neces- 
sary to put into the field another set 
of delegates. It was intimated that 
the Ohio Governor might be forced 
to announce himself formally as a 
candidate in order to qualify dele- 
gates friendly to him. 

Though it is generally understood 
that Senator Pomerene will be 
selected as Ohio’s ‘‘favorite son,’’ the 
delegates pledged to him may be 
a Donahey delegation in fact, ready at 
the opportune time to throw their 
support to the Ohio Executive. 

Candidates for delegates from the 
various districts will be selected by 
district meetings. .Governor Dona- 
hey’s friends will put up a fight for 
selections friendly to him. 

Selection of Senator Pomerene as 
the ‘‘favorite son”’ is virtually thrust 
upon the special committee which is 
to make the choice. None of the 
three other available ‘‘favorites’’— 
former Governor James M. Cox, who 
was the Presidential candidate in 
1920; Governor Donahey, and former 
Secretary Newton D. Baker of the 
War Department—consented to the 
use of his name. 

Under the Ohio Primary law, can- 
didates for delegate must have the 
written consent of a Presidential 
candidate before they can qualify as 
candidates. 

State Executive Chairman Brunner 
explained that, while it had been 
planned to endorse Mr. Pomerene to- 
day, Governor Donahey’s friends had 
insisted that endorsement be de- 
ferred until ‘‘certain technical diffi- 
culties’* could be worked out. The

They contend that 
Dawes has strength not only in the 
Middle West but in several of the 
Eastern States and that, once he was 
launched upon a knock-down-and- 
drag-out fight, he would present a 
really formidable front.

Senator Reed in 1926 stated his in- 
tention to retire from the Senate at 
the close of his present term, and he 
has not amplified that declaration.

For the present, station WAAM at 
Newark will be allowed to operate 
on about the same wave length which 
it has been using, Governor Moore 
of New Jersey has been informed by 
the Federal Radio Commission, The 
Associated Press reports. In a letter 
to the Governor, Commissioner O. ‘Z. 
Caldwell wrote: ' 

“The station is in a residence sec- 
tion where it has been causing much 
interference with other -stations. If 
this were a new: station, the’ Com- 
mission would not permit it ‘to have 
power of more than 100 watts in its 
present location, but is authorizing it 
to continue at 250 watts until the 
station can’ move’ out-of-town, as I 
believe it is now planning to do.’’

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LIGHTER POLITICAL SPIRITS. 


President COOLIDGE is reported to 
appear like a man with a big load 
off his back since he told the Re- 
publican National Committee that 
their candidate he could not be. His 
callers find him now in an exceed- 
ingly cheerful mood, light-hearted 
and almost gay. Perhaps it would 
take only a slight- change from ‘the 
customary repose of his countenance 
to make this impression, In any 
case, he evidently feels greatly re- 
lieved by what he has done and by 
its general acceptance as a finality. 
Looking upon what he conceived to 
be his duty -he.is prepared to say 
with the poet, “ Nor know we any- 
“thing so fair as‘is the smile upon 
“thy face.” If he smiles: back him- 
self a little more genially than is his 
wont, who can blame him? 

Mr. COOLIDGE is not the only one 
to pluck up spirits. Republican pol- 
iticians in general, though they are 
compelled to express various shades 
and degrees of “regret” at the 
President’s decision, will really be 
made happier by it, since it frees 
them from a horrible uncertainty. 
They may not exactly like their re- 
sultant situation, but at all events 
they know “where they are at.” 
They are at liberty.to go ahead and 
make plans and combinations with- 
out being pursued by the haunting 
doubt that the President might, 
after all, change his mind and upset 
their apple-carts. Consider also the 
case of Republican Senators and 
other bigwigs who have given osten- 
sible support to the President, 
though in their hearts they dislike 
him and in their hopes wish him no 
good. To have such a mass of in- 
sincerity wiped out is reason enough 
for rejoicing all round. No one could 
have supposed, a week ago, that a 
few words by the President could 
have dissipated the encircling gloom 
of so many politicians, and led them 
to shake hands with each other cor- 
dially, at least in private, with the 
greeting, Sursum corda! 





CRIMINAL JUSTICE REFORM. 


In pursuance of its duty annually 
to report to the Goverhor conditions 
in the State courts, with recom- 
mendations as to organization and 
procedure and appropriate legisla- 
tion, the Judicial Council of Massa- 
chusetts has proposed to Governor 
FULLER that the State Supreme 
Court be clothed, in capital cases, 
with that full power to review the 
acts of a trial. Judge, embracing 
acts of discretion, possessed by the 
New York Court. of Appeals. It 
also recommends that the time limit 
for motions for a new trial be one 
year, the- old and sounder prac- 
tice given up five years ago. Doubt- 
less these changes will be approved 
by public opinion and the Legisla- 
ture.

are hardly any general principles to

direct Judges in giving sentence. 
The Oregon Law Review quotes Lord 


BRAMPTON: 


Even in the most accurate and 
useful books of practice, to which 
all look for guidance and assistance 
during every stage of the criminal 
proceedings down to the convic- 
tion of the offender, no serious at- 
tempt has been made to deal, even 
in the most general way, with the 
manner in which the appropriate 
sentence should be arrived at. 
* * * The most glaring irregular- 

_ities, diversity and variety of sen- 
tences are daily brought to our 
beeb bets 

So in the United States. There is 

no science of criminal sentences. 
Shell we wait for it to develop, 
with the aid of law professors, pe- 
nologists and courts, or shall we turn 
our criminal administration upside 
down? There is no science of 
pardons. That difficult branch of 
“criminal equity’ has given rise in 
many States to many abuses. We 
know with what patience, courage 
and kindness, if kindness is not in- 
consistent with the public interest, 
Governor SMITH has exercised that 
burdensome, that awful function of 
giving or withholding pardon. He 
prefers keeping it as “a matter of 
one man and his conscience” to 
leaving it to a Board of Pardons. 
But he would not trust sentences to 
the conscience of the Judge. 


THE CITY BUDGET. 


Mrs. PRATT rebukes her fellow- 
Aldermen for voting blindly on 
the city budget. “ There are always 
“those who are willing to waste the 
“resources of the people, usually 
“with the best intentions,” the 
President told the committeemen. 
Mrs. PRATT would agree to that, and 
probably also that while the Federal 
Government has been reducing taxes 
‘almost every State and local Gov- 
“ernment is searching for new 
“sources of revenue and increasing 
“its taxes and debt.” 

Perhaps the contrast is not alto- 
gether fair. All the cities have had 
to catch up since the war, and that 
is an expensive process. But should 
it cost the City of New York $512,- 
000,000? That is no mean sum even 
compared with the Federal budget 
of four billion odd. The latter is 
scrutinized, revised and reviewed all 
along the line. General LorD explains 
it, Secretary MELLON charts it, 
President COOLIDGE discusses it, Con- 
gressional committees dissect it, and 
the newspapers print pages about it. 
The city budget undergoes no such 
ordeal by fire. A politician prepares 
it, a harassed Board of Estimate 
disposes of it as best it can in the 
press of other business, and the 
Board of Aldermen’ swallows it 
whole. 

If we had assurance that we are 
getting our money’s worth, it would 
not be so bad. Mayor WALKER could 
give it. Many months ago he ap- 
pointed a group of responsible citi- 
zens to survey the City Government, 
and their Budget Committee is said 
to be. hard at work. When will it 
make its report? Last December 
the. Mayor appointed himself, the 
Controller and the President of the 
Board of Aldermen a committee of 
three to study departmental reor- 
ganization and see if they could not 
do away with some of the present 
duplication. What became of that 
committee ? 

Mr. WARREN, when he was Com- 
missioner of Accounts, announced 
that he was getting information 
from all the city’s employes about 
their duties. The answers to his 
questionnaire are probably gather- 
ing dust and damp in the cellars of 
the City Hall. Yet reclassification 
should bring orderliness. Since the 
war the city civil service has jumped 
50 per cent. Are all those employes 
needed? Are they all on the job? 
Governor SMiTH has often called 
attention to the extravagances of 
county government. Is anything 
being done to curtail that waste 
within the borders of New York 
City? Nowadays public improve- 
ments are the great drain on the 











city’s revenues, and yet no one in 
any official capacity seems to have 
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given much neuget toa Tong-Fange 
program, and to finance , ee 

As the political organization now 
in control of the city moves its head- 
quarters, these pro ‘must be 
giving it some concern, for it has 
made many promises in the name 
of the “ New Tammany,” which the 
move is to symbolize. Salaries, 
grades, budgets, contracts, débts— 
these are dry matters that do not 
bulk large in the news.. However, 
their cumulative effect is not to be 
ignored. There is boumd to bea 
day of reckoning. It would carry 
no threat. to an Administration 
which gave unmistakable evidence 
of its desire for economy. 


TOBACCO MONEY. 


Not all of the nation’s expenditure 
on tobacco goes up in smoke. ‘A con- 
siderable portion goes‘to the United 
States Treasury. For the budget- 
makers at Washington, tobacco is a 
beneficent weed. Of a total internal 
revenue of close to three billion dol- 
lars for the fiscal year ended last 
June, the tobacco tax contributed 13 
per cent. Of all internal revenue, 
excluding the income tax, the smok- 
ers contributed 58 per cent. The 
sum of $376,000,000 thus paid in is 
almost. exactly the entire internal 
revenue for the year 1914 and is one 
and two-thirds the amount derived 
in 1914 from the tax on alcoholic 
contents of pleasant or iniquitous 
memory. Tobacco is by far the most 
heavily burdened of the luxuries. In 
1923 the value of tobacco manufac- 
tures was estimated at $820,000,000 
and the tobacco revenue accruing 
to the Government was $309,000,000. 
Thus it would appear that only 60 
per cent. of the solace derived from 
tobacco goes to the consumer; nearly 
40 per cent. goes to Secretary 
MELLON. 

Where there is so much smoke 
there is the fire of myriads of ciga- 
rettes; 65,000,000,000 in 1923, 71,000,- 
000,000 in 1924, 79,000,000,000 in 
1925. Twenty years ago, it is stated, 
the American people smoked two 
cigars for every cigarette. Now it 
would be twelve cigarettes for every 
cigar. The temple of internal reve- 
hue rests not on the bulky Suma- 
tra-wrapped column but on the slen- 
der paper-wrapped “fag.” Of last 
year’s tobacco revenue of $370,000,- 
000, just two-thirds came from the 
cigarettes of the plain people, or 
nearly seven times as much as from 
what was once a badge of plutoc- 
racy. One of the things which the 
war did make safe was the world for 
the cigarette. Its spread has been 
universal, though proportionately the 
growth has been most rapid in this 
country. Presumably the short swift 
smoke fits in with the jazz age. To 
a noticeable extent it parallels the 
onward march of Woman. Whether 
the doctors have bowed to the spirit 
of the age or really know more than 
they used to, they are much more 
friendly.to smoking than they once 
were. That the spread of the ciga- 
rette habit has not sapped the na- 
tion’s: productive energies or con- 
quered a disproportionate place in 
the national life is attested by the 
fact that as late as 1919 tobacco 
manufacture stood sixteenth among 
American industries and in 1926 
stood twenty-first. If we smoke 
more, we also seem to be working 
harder. 








THE DEADLY COLLEGE BOOK- 
WORM. 


It sounds like a merry jest to ex- 
press a fear lest college undergrad- 
uates all become anemic students 
sicklied o’er with the pale cast of 
thought. Yet this: is done by Mr. 
ANDREW W. CRAWFORD, who con- 
fides his worries to the December 
North American Review. It all 
grows out of the higher require- 
ments for entrance. Mr. CRAWFORD 
fears the elimination of the boys who 
are “none too good” in studies, but 
who nevertheless benefit greatly by 
four years at college. The best stu- 
dents, he thinks, do not make as 
substantial citizens as the boys who 
spend their college years in athletics 
and youthful gayeties. He himself 
was a high-stand student, but is not 
able to help his Alma Mater as can 
some of his mediocre classmates. 
When the university sends out ap- 
peals for funds, it is not the Phi 
Beta Kappa men who supply new 
buildings and better salaries for 
professors. The boys who merely 
plugged along are now the ones who 
make handsome endowments. If they 
cannot get into college at all, what 
will the colleges do for money in an- 
other decade or two? 

Prosperous parents want their chil- 
dren to have the advantages of a 
higher education, and there are so 
many of them that all cannot be 
accommodated. Making admittance 
harder is. one way of keeping out 
superfluous numbers. There has 
been a lot of talk about the money 
and effort wasted in educating boys 
and girls who lack the ability to 
learn. This.is advanced as a justifi- 
cation for shutting out a large num- 
ber of applicants. 

There is something in Mr. Craw- 
FORD’S argument that colleve is good 
for a boy even if he learns very little 
from his academic pursuits. He 
brushes up against culture, and some 
of it may stick. He is as a rule 
away from home for the first time, 
and meets the world without the 
familiar background to support or, it 
may be, to hamper him. Books and 
a high intellectual life may not ap- 
peal to him, but contact with a few 
hundred youngsters of his own age, 
some of them intelligent. students 
and good fellows as well, presents an 





attractive prospect. If there is not 


room for him in the colleges we 
have, more must be provided. Any- 


how, he is numerously in college, and 


he is doubtless there to stay. There 
need be no fear that our young bar- 


barians all at play in the shades of | 


academe are going suddenly to be 
turned into dry-as-dust youths, with 
their ardor burned out by too much 
learning. 


A VOTIVE OFFERING. 


It’s a long, long trail back to the 
Senate for JOSEPH S. FRELINGHUY- 
SEN of New Jersey. It is lined with 
monuments and memories, the most 
imposing shaft being that which the 
voters placed upon his hopes in 1922 
when, with misguided faith as to the 
sentiments of Jersey, Mr. FRELING- 
HUYSEN ran as a Dry. Now the're- 
pentant statesman must wade waist- 
deep in the stream: that has been 
running against the Volstead act 
since New Jersey first had a chance 
to express herself—the very stream 
which once he sought to leap dry- 
shod. But Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN has 
gone to it. He is a candidate to suc- 
ceed Senator EDWARDS, and already 
has conceded that he was mistaken 
in 1922 when he said that a Senator 
should lead, not represent, his State’s 
opinion. Especially on the liquor 
question he will henceforth be con- 
tent to follow. 

At a recent convention the Jersey 
Republicans began to climb back to 
the political summit from which the 
Democrats pushed them in 1922 by 
the energetic use of an anti-prohibi- 
tion plank. Spurred on by Senator 
EpGe—who is pretty sure he knows 
how New Jersey feels on Volstead- 
ism—it favored the submission of a 
referendum in 1928. Mr. FRELING- 
HUYSEN announces that he, too, 
thinks this a good plan. If New Jer- 
sey votes Wet on the referendum, he 
will be Wet; if Dry, he will be Dry. 
The Democrats, on the other hand, 
are not troubling themselves. about 
what they consider “ another refer- 
endum”; they came out steadfastly 
as before for light wines and beer. 
“ EDWARDS was a referendum,” they 
say, “and so were SILZER and 
‘‘ MooRE; and Hudson County is the 
“best referendum of them all.” So 
they inform the voters not to trouble 
themselves further on the prohibition 
question; vote for the Democratic 
nominees, and let the present policy 
stand. 

Into such frosty air the violet 
of Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN’S candidacy 
peeps. One of his Republican rivals, 
Governor STOKES, was frank enough 
to say that “Joe” might be “run- 
ner-up” and to stress, with an ap- 


pearance of anxiety, the runner-up’s | ' 


promise riot to spend more money 
than the law allows. Everywhere he 
is unwelcome, except to the Demo- 
crats.. If there is any super-gift the 
Jersey Republicans could make to 
the Democrats, it would be the nomi- 
nation of FRELINGHUYSEN against 
EDWARDS. 








EXERCISE FOR STATESMEN. 


In addressing recently the Great 
Northern Athletic Association, Lord 
GREY spoke of the need of regular 
open-air exercise for all who lead a 
sedentary life, and especially for 
statesmen. Referring to the time 
when he was at the head of the For- 
eign Office, he said that he had to 
fight for his week-ends, since they 
were his sole chance for recreation, 
but that he usually managed to get 
them. They gave him something t9 
look forward to all through the 
week, and, as he confessed, he went 
back to his office “ very unwillingly 
on Monday mornings.” Against this 
prescription of Lord GREY’s, protest- 
ing voices have been raised in Eng- 
land. Ancient and modern instances 
to the contrary have been cited 
against him, JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN 
used to maintain that no public offi- 
cial needed more exercise than that 
required to walk downstairs to 
breakfast and upstairs to bed. But 
he came to a bad end, physically. 
DISRAELI had a long life without tak- 
ing any exercise except a little walk 
around his fields and _ gardens, 
though possibly this grew out of his 
aversion to doing anything which 
GLADSTONE did. But the great au- 
thority arrayed against Lord GREY 
is the robust Sir WILLIAM HARCOURT, 
who, in one of the last letters that 
he ever wrote, laid down the rule of 
his life: “I have always said that

“ stroys everybody.” 

American examples could be ad- 
duced to parallel the English. We 
have had strenuous Presidents in the 
White House, and we have had semi- 
invalids and. physical. weaklings 
there. Some of our great men exer- 
cise as religiously as they pray, and 
others scorn such yielding to. the 
weakness of the flesh. We doubt if 
competent observers of the infinite 
variety of mankind, or physicians, 
for that matter, would venture to 
lay down any hard and fast rule. A 
great deal may depend upon exer- 
cise, but much more upon the man 
who takes it, or finds it unnecessary 
to take it. Get your inheritance 
right and your chromosomes what 
they should be, and you can snap 
your fingers at most of the regula- 
tions to insure health and happiness. 
One thing is agreed. Sedentary 
workers, under the pressure of mod- 
ern life, should adjust their physical 
habits as far as possible to their cir- 
cumstances. An old and wise, coun- 
selor of young men advised them to 
take exercise, but to be sure that 
they took no more than they needed 
to keep. in health. He told of one 
college runner who did not feel well

_A GREAT MUSEUM'S WORK. 
The American’ Museum of Nat- 
ural History is of local popular- 
ity and international fame. Experts 
come here from other countries to 
study its exhibits. Last year more 
than two million persons visited the 
collections. No less than 138,514 
school children attended the lec- 
tures. But it costs a great deal of 
money to ‘carry on the work of ex- 
ploration. and research in every/part 
of the world. At the meeting of 
the trustees on Nov. 15, President 
OSBORN stated that the endowment 
fund, which amounted to $12,156,549, 
did not yield income enough to meet 
the expenses. Pointing out that in- 
terest is used solely for research, ex- 
hibition and popular education, and 
that maintenance and necessary new 
building had to be provided'for, he 
said: 


To keep pace with the educa- 
tional demands upon the museum 
there is a real and urgent need for 
$5,832,951,. which would be suffi- 
cient to raise the total endowment 
to $20,000,000. 

It is true that the museum is in- 
debted to private citizens for liberal 
contributions. On Wednesday the 

trustees met again to consider ways 
and means. President OSBORN had 
to announce a deficiency of $156,000. 
Economists who do not know the 
demands on the museum might be 
inclined to suggest curtailment of 
the program of exploration, because 
reports from thirty-eight expedi- 
tions were summarized at the meet- 
ing on Wednesday. However, it 
should be considered that, while 
some of the explorers went far 
afield, like Roy ANDREWS to the Gobi 
Desert and CARL AKELEY to Africa, 
others were concerned with studies 
in States of the Union: CLIFFORD 
POPE paid a second visit to the East- 
ern Kentucky and Western North 
Carolina mountains to investigate 
amphibian and reptilian fauna, and 
FRANCIS B. SHIELDS made museum 
collections on the north shore of the 
St. Lawrence. Sometimes a special 
expedition is financed from private 
purses. How to curtail and yet 
carry out scientific work on broad 
lines, although nothing is wasted in 
making up the budget, is a task of 
great difficulty. Meanwhile more 
money is needed, and should be 
forthcoming.

He 
declared that there ought to be ‘‘an 
unwritten code’’ debarring from any 
baYey eet} (: (Mes be) (- I) od Ce Ao Qed 
who defiled the roads by strewing 
them with rubbish or by ‘‘hoggish 
behavior.”’

The-old-time boxers

Boxers of the 
present day are business men, richly 
rewarded; their calling is legalized 
nearly everywhere; and if they choose 
they can meet occasionally at tea or 
dinner young ladies whose parents 
have spent millions to launch them 
in what’ is still reminiscently called 
‘*society.’’ 

To Young Grirro even the money and 
social rewards never seemed worth 
the trouble of “‘laying off the booze”’ 
and staying ‘‘dolled up.’’ Some of 
his contemporaries are referees. Kid 
LAVIGNE, before whom in his prime 
every so-called lightweight of the 
present day would tremble, is a night 
watchman out in Detroit. Young 
GrirFo, perhaps the most skillful 
boxer the ring ever saw, gravitated 
naturally into the condition of street 
derelict in New York. He let himself 
grow fat with indulgence and after 
that subsisted on willing doles. 

For many years it has been hard 
to believe that the unkempt, gross 
hobo sprawling on the steps that lead 
to the stage-door of the Rialto Thea- 
tre couid ever have been tne light- 
ning-flash of speed, the marvel of 
muscular coordination that was once 
Young Grirro. He was only 55 when

No longer will the unin- 
vited wedding guest be able to switch 
off the lights and disappear with 
priceless gifts. The smooth fellow 
smoking the long cigar will have no 
chance to drench the room in dark- 
ness and escape with the emerald 
while he leaves his ‘‘smoke’’ parked 
shoulder-high on a bookcase as proxy 
for his absent self. 

Then there is the crook who, by 
a master stroke of strategy, shoots, 
not the four bluecoats who have him 
cornered, but the electric light. 
Creeping stealthily toward the door, 
he will have a bad moment when all 
four policemen whip out matches 
and candles and show him up. 


To some extent 
the theatres, and 
to a much greater 
extent the movies, 
are severely criti- 
cized when they show a mistaken 
representation of some special tech- 
nique. Errors in the architecture of 
a church, the layout of a broker’s 
office, the handling of a griddle or 
a sailor’s manner of tying a knot 
have resulted in hundreds of com- 
plaints to the humiliated director. 
On the other hand, when an actor 
holds a violin or a tennis racquet as 
if he knew what to do with it, no- 
body has anything to say. 

An exception is noted in the latest 
number of American Medicine, in 
which a doctor-writer commends the 
usual stage doctor. Far from laugh- 
ing at him, ‘‘with his cutaway and 
well-trimmed Vandyke, his dignified 
demeanor and unhurried confidence,’’ 
he advises physicians to emulate 
him. ‘“‘When he goes to the theatre, 
he sees in the rest of the audience 
several hundred potential -patients. 
They do not laugh at the stage doc- 
tor. They see the kind, competent, 
sympathetic friend that they would 
like to call when they fall ill. He 
looks much better to them than their 
own quick, bright, efficient physi- 
cian, who advises sun, water, fresh 
air, rest or exercise, and concludes 
with a hearty handshake. 

Still, most people want a concrete 
token of the promised cure. Solemn 
concern and a prescription are bet- 
ter than callous cheerfulness and a 
brisk pat on the back. The doctor 
thinks there is danger of driving 
patients into the hospitable arms of 
quacks who know psychology better 
than medicine. But he need not 
worry about one type at least; the 
malade imaginaire will stay with him 
until death—most likely his—parts 
them.

MARRIAGE BARS SOME SUITS 


Under Court Ruling Neither Party 

May Sue the Other for injuries. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Having observed in THE TIMES 
references to the decision handed 
down in the Court of Appeals in the 
case of Allen against Allen, may I be 
permitted, in view of the comments 
on the decisién, to call attention to 
what wa: involved? 

The action was brought by the wife 
of the defendant for -damages for 
her wrongful arrest by the defen- 
dant. The case having been dis- 
missed due to the failure of the de- 
fendant to appear, she claimed dam- 
ages for malicious prosecution. ‘The 
court decided egainst the plaintiff.. 

The decision, however, involved a 
very much bigger question, which 
was raised by the attorneys for the 
plaintiff, of the cons‘ruction of Sec- 
tion 57 of the Domestic Relations 
law. That section reads: ‘‘A mar- 
ried woman has a right of action for 
an injury to her person, property or 
character or for an injury received 
out of the marital relation as if un- 
married.”’ 

The attorneys for the plaintiff con- 
tended that under a fair reading of 
the statute the wife had the right to 
bring an action for a personal tort 
against the husband. The contention 
advanced in behalf of the defendant 
was that under the common law 
neither the husband nor the wife 
could: sue.or be sued in actions for a 
personal tort committed by one 
against the other, the reasons as- 
signed being public policy and 
merger of the identity of the wife in 


that of the husband; that our mar- 
ried women’s acts were enacted to 
remove the inequalities between mar- 
ried men and women, and that the

‘The traffic” tion in New York 
is temporarily unusually difficult be- 
cause of conditions on Eighth Ave- 
nue while the subway is being built. 
It was still worse during the weeks 
when Park Avenue was being wid- 
ened;. but*that particular trouble is 
now at an.end, unless the widening 
is extended northward in the near 
future. 

But: meanwhile the permanent dif- 
ficulties remain, and the opening of 
the Holland Tunnel has accentuated 
them by producing an increased vol- 
ume of north-and-south traffic with- 
out apparent diminution of that trav- 
éling across town. 

The last few months have seen one 
definite and excellent contribution to 
the easing of traffic: the new signal 
system on Sixth Avenue. This ave- 
nue, from Fourth to Fifty-third 
Street is. now the one street in the 
whole city that has adequate traffic 
lights. Every corner is controlled 
by a light; there is no possibility of 
doubt oh the part of a driver as to 
what he is to do at the next cross 
ing—unless the policeman on duty di- 
réects traffic counter to the lights. 

The two basic difficulties that have 
clogged all traffic in the city still 
continue. They are not engineering 
difficulties, but administrative ones, 

First: The policemen are still, al- 
lowed to direct traffic counter to the 
lights.. In emergencies and under 
special conditions this may be proper. 
As a general rule of procedure it is 
productive of confusion. An imme= 
diate easing of traffic would certainly 
follow a change from this unwise 
practice. That this is the case may be 
seen by the lesser congestion and de- 
lays with equal density of traffie 
found in other cities, where the po- 
licemen follow the lights implicitly in 
their signaling. 

Second: The system of bringing a 
whole street to a stop at one time is 
admirably conducive to delays. The 
much-discussed ‘‘wave system,’’ in 
which a section of traffic is kept 
continuously moving along a street, 
solves this problem neatly. This sys- 
tem is effectively in use in a number 
of cities, including near-by Newark. 

Your correspondent, Mr. Roe, sug- 
gesting a drastic plan of traffic re- 
lief, has touched the first of these 
difficulties, but has failed to touch 
the second. His suggestion that pe- 
destrians be subject to traffic lights 
as well as vehicles is sound; but a 
change in regulations will be neces- 
sary before it can be utilized. As 
long as the right-hand turn on the 
red light is allowed, this procedure 
will merely add to the danger of 
accident. It might here be placed 
on record. that practically all other 
cities hereabouts have found it nec- 
essary to. prohibit right-hand turns 
on the red light. New York will 
probably find it advantageous to do 
likewise. 

A change .in ‘the procedure for 
making turns will probably be of 
decided advantage. Atlantic City, 
has in use an excellent scheme, 
Right turns are made ‘‘with the traf- 
fic’; one turns right on the “Go” 
light, slipping out of the traffic into 
the side street easily. Atlantic City’s 
permission of-right turns on the red 
light also will probably not commend 
itself to use here. But on making 
turns, Atlantic City has developed a . 
very desirable procedure. The driver 
desiring to turn left pulls to the curb 
at the intersection.and waits for the 
red light. He is out of the way of 
through traffic. “When the street on 
which he is proceeding. is- brought - 


to a standstill, he is-enabled to make 

the turn without difficulty, slipping 

into’ the left-bound traffic out of the . 
cross street. To facilitate this left 

turning, ‘‘No ‘Parking”’ an s keep 

the curb clear for a ifty feet 

back of each Mia nang along the :

Phe ong east-and-west blocks in 
New York probably make it undesir- .

GENEVA, Dec. 8 (#).--Confirmation 
that the fundamental cause of the 
collapse, of the three-power naval 
conference was the inability of Great 
Britain and the. United States to 
a@gree on the question of the 8-inch 
gun cruiser is found. in the official 
records of the conference published 
tonight. ~The book contains 164 
printed pages and. is entitled: ‘‘Rec- 
ords of the Conference for the 
Limitation of Naval Armament Held 
at Geneva From June 20 to Aug. 4, 
3927.""" 3 


The records disclose that many in-j. 


cidents-of, the conference have been 
expurgated,.including. that of the nri- 
vate session. when: the American 


delegation threatened to leave. after 
an attack by Lord Cecil .on ‘the 
American position. 

On July 28, Hugh S. Gibson, head 
of the American delegation, referred 
to a statement’ which he had made 
at a previous meeting setting forth 
the views of the United States re- 


specting freedom of armament for 
cruisers and the 8-inch gun. 

The record says that Mr. Gib- 
s0n inquired whether the British 
Government was adamant in its view 
with respect to abolishing the 8-inch 
gun for new construction, other than 
10,000-ton cruisers and certain speci- 
fied vessels, and «dds:

Cruiser Strength a Second Snag. 


At the fateful meeting on the night 
of Aug. 3, when the decision was 


reachéd that it would be useless to 
continue the conference, the records 
indicate that Mr. Gibson announced 
that if the ‘‘authorized programs’’ 
included for Great Britain the ships 
projected, but for which money had 
not been appropriated, the cruiser 
strength of the British Empire would 
be far in excess of any figure which 
in the opinion of the American dele- 
gation would constitute limitation. 

When the British had explained 
that to them the ‘authorized pro-

The report of the meeting of the 
technical experts on June 28 discloses 
that there was much discussion of 
the question of Great Britain havin 
Ea Re) cruiser tonnage of 600, 
tons. ‘The Chairman of the meeting, 
who apparently was a British dele- 
gate, though not named in the rec- 
ords, said that Great Britain would 
be satisfied with fifteen .10,000-ton 
cruisers, or any agreed number, and 
fifty-five small cruisers with a maxi- 
mum tonnage of 7,500, though some 
of the British cruisers were under 
this mark. 

Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones, 
United States, said he understood 
Great Britain wanted sixty cruisers 
of a maximum limit of 7,500 tons, 
and remarked that a. total cruiser 
tonnage of 600,000 was not limitation. 

Admiral Earl Jellicoe explained 
that the figures 600,000 tons was due 
to the fact that the 10,000-ton cruiser 
had been agreed to at Washington, 
but he argued that if the number 
of cruisers was reduced Great Britain 
would have more tonnage left to dis- 
tribute in smaller ships, whose indi- 
vidual size could be reduced, thus 
considerably reducing the total ton- 
nage. 

No agreement was reached on this 
point. 


Butler Would Question Delegates. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (#).—An ef- 
fort to obtain what he described as 
the ‘“‘inside story’’ of the Geneva 
naval arms limitation conference will 
be made soon by Chairman Butler 
of the House Naval Committee. 

He said today that he purposed to 
ask his committee for authority to 
call before it the American delegates 
to the parley so that the American 
people could be “satisfied that we

Home. Secretary, reversing r. 
Bridgeman’s chronology, declared 
that he did not complain of the words 
of ‘President Coolidge, ‘but adopted 
them as his own. 

Recalls Geneva Parley. 


“T made some attempt.at Geneva,” 
remarked Mr. Bridgeman, ‘‘to secure 
the interests of this country and the 
freedom of the seas from an agree- 
ment which might have been. dan- 
gerous. President Coolidge has said 
that he. does not regard himself as 
out for anything but the defense of 
the interests of his country. That 
is exactly what we were out for at 
Geneva and it would have been ac- 
complished with much greater ease 
if we had not attempted to regulate 
it with precise mathematical for- 
mula.’’ 

“I don’t complain of one syllable in 
the President’s declaration,’’ said the 
Home Secretary, ‘‘but I say to the 
President and people of America: 
“‘"This declaration that is good for

“As the President has decided that 
he is well within his rights to build 
what he considers necessary for the 
people of America, so it is the British 
Cabinet’s duty to do what it considers 
right, without reference to the de- 
mands, wishes or intentions of any 
other nation in the world.’’ 

While it may be assumed that the 
Home Secretary’s attitude is the atti- 
tude of the British Cabinet as a 
whole, naval opinion here is already 
anxiously canvas<irg the possibilities 
of America’s naval expansion. On 
the basis of American forecasts, 
twelve rew heavy cruisers will he 
built in thd next five years and it is 
pointed out that the United States 
already has ‘ten modern heavy 
cruisers, which, three years hence, 
will be joined by eight 10,000-ton 
cruisers now under construction.

If ten additional heavy cruisers are 
voted, it is declared that the Amer- 
ican navy will possess a fleet of 
thirty ocean-going cruisers and that 
in this type it would have attained 
not merely a parity, but actual su- 
premacy. That is, unless Great 
Britain in turn adds to her twenty- 
one cruisers, which it is asserted is 
the total she will possess of com- 
parable speed, size and armament, 
including all vessels now building 
and on order. 

The Navy League has consequently 
passed a resolution calling: on the 
Government to restore the building 
program of the two cruisers which 
were to have been laid down this 
year. The Government is being urged 
to restore the program’ ‘‘irrespective 
of the declaration of President Cool- 
idge regarding the naval building 
program of the United States.’ 

It is certain, however, that the 
British Government will take no such 
action. For one thing, it cannot af- 
ford it, and for another, they have 
already declared they have no in- 
tention of engaging in a rivalry with 
the TInited States—lastly they prefer 
to wait and see how many American 
cruisers will materialize.

‘SPOTTERS’ ARE ASSAILED 


Sixteen New Members Admitted— 
Further Meetings to Organize 
to Be Held Every. Two Weeks, 


About fifty men, said to be em- 
ployes of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company, attended a meet- 
ing at the Harlem Casino, Lenox 
Avenue and 116th Street, yesterday 
and heard James H. Coleman, gen- 
eral organizer for the Amalgamated 
Association -of Street and Electric 
Railway Employes, and other labor 
union officials urge them to stick to 
the association and not to be afraid 
of the company. Sixteen new mem- 
bers were admitted and it was an- 
nounced that meetings for. further 
organization would be held every two 
weeks. ; 

Half s dozen men at the entrance 
to the Casino were characterized by 
Mr. Coleman as “‘spotters’’ sent there 
by officers of the company. They 
were _referred to by William Camp- 
bell, Vice President of the Glass- 
blowers’ Union of New York, as 
‘‘snakes.”’ 

“St. Patrick drove the snakes out 
of Ireland,”” Mr. Campbell said, ‘‘but 
I guess they came back to Broad- 
way.”’ vit 

“The Amalgamated has come here 
from Detroit as. a result of letters 
from I. R. T. and B. M. T. employes, 
telling of their working conditions,”’ 
Mr. Coleman said. ‘‘We are here to 
show you the way to organize. You 
members of this union must be will- 
ing to lose sleep and recreation and 
to take a chance of being ‘spotted’ 
and losing your jobs, if you want to 
better yourselves.’’ 

B. J. O’Brien, Second Vice Presi- 
dent of the association, predicted or- 
ganization of the Interborough em- 
ployes by Christmas. ‘‘We need 
more activity on. the part. of the 
men,” he said. : ‘‘All the divisions of 
the Amalgamated have met the same 
obstacles as those against which you 
have to contend in New York. The 
local officers can’t do all the work. 
When the time arrives when you 
have perfected your organization, 
Ar ag rats outside will crawl into the 
fold.”’ 

“‘We are accused of a conspiracy 
to break up the brotherhood union.’’ 
said Patrick J. Shea, member of the 
association’s’ Executive Board. ‘‘I’ll 
do everything I can to break up the 
brotherhood, the company union, 
They’re trying to bust us up. Ivy 
Lee testified that he wrote the 
brotherhood constitution. Well, I 
guess if we were getting the salary 
he receives, we’d abide by the con- 
stitution. he wrote. No company I 
ever knew of died of enlargement of 
the heart. The Amalgamated wants 
to protect you. What has beén ac- 
complished in other cities can be 
accomplished here. The Interbor- 
ough pays a committee of sixty-three 
men to deciée on whether you get 
what you want, but the Amalga- 
mated is here to stay until the work- 
ers of the I. R. T. are organized 
and get fair play.”

PASADENA MAN KILLS 
TWO SONS AND HIMSELF 


F. E. Stevens, a Prominent Bank- 


er, Shoots Boys in Despondency 
Over Their Poor Health.

PASADENA, Dec. 8.—Francis E. 
Stevens, a Pasadena banker, today 
shot and killed his two young sons 
and then took his own: life. He had 
contemplated his acts for weeks, po- 
lice said tonight. 

Deep grief over physical ailments 
of the boys is believed to have caused 
the father to become slowly men- 
tally deranged. One of the sons had 
been in ill health since birth and 
the other was injured so seriously in 
an automobile. accident a year ago 


that he was confined in a sanitarium 
suffering from an acute nervous con- 
dition that had a mental reaction. 

A package of papers, including a 
will dated Nov. 21,.the ashes of a 
daughter who died some time ago 
and various notes to business asso- 
ciates, the police said, establishes 
that Mr. Stevens had been consider- 
ing the double murder and suicide 
for considerable time. 

The father, who was 50 years of 
age and Vice President of the First 
Trust and Savings Bank of Pasa- 
dena, left home this morning to 
drive his youngest son, George, age 
16 years, to school. 

The police say the father and son 
were observed sitting in the automo- 
bile close to the school grounds for 
about fifteen minutes and then they 
drove away. Officers believe the 
father drove to an outlying com- 
munity in East Pasadena, where he 
shot and killed the boy, concealing 
po body under robes in the hack 
seat. 

Mr. Stevens then drove to the La 
Sencinas Sanitarium and inquired for 
the elder son, Francis Jr., aged 20. 
e boy was busy at the moment and 
the father conversed with attendants, 
seeming to be in a cheerful mood. 
He handed the package containing 
his will and other documents to a 
Male nurse. 

en the son appeared the two 
walked out of the sanitarium 
grounds and talked for some time. 
Then the father shot the son and

Mr. Stevens died almost instantly 
and Francis Jr. died at the Pasa- 
dena Hospital three hours later.

About one-half. of the amount 
claimed as a reduction by the city 
in the suit by the Kings County 
Lighting Company to recover $94,000 
for street lighting was cut out before 
the case was submitted yesterday to 
a jury in the ‘Supreme Court in 
Brooklyn. Justice Norman §. Dike 
directed the jury.to return a verdict 
in favor of the lighting company for 
$51,000 and interest. 

This action by the Court was agreed 
to by Judson Hyatt, an Assistant 
Corporation Counsel, as the charges 
for gas of that amount covered the 
period, of 1922 and 1923, when the 
bT-dstabet-mceyeryes-behmmeyel-ru- haste MB LAME eye) Nig 
in accordance with the British ther- 
mal unit standard, which was .ap- 
proved by the New York Public Ser- 
vice Commission. This barred. the 
city from contesting the question of 
the quality of the gas in these two 
years. : ; 

The remainder of the amount sued 
for by the lighting company amounts 
to, with interest, $78,559, and in- 
cludes the years 1918, 1919, 1920 and 
1921. It represents a balance on 
charges for gas for street lighting 
in the Thirtieth and Thirty-first 
Wards of Brooklyn which the munic- 
ipality withheld when it settled, other 
bills on the ground that gas fur- 
nished was inferior to contract 
standard. 

Mr. Hyatt told the jury that the 
lighting company had ignored the 22- 
candle power contract with the city 
and had made an arbitrary standard 
of its own. 


Samuel F. Moran of counsel for 
the lighting company, in presenting 
its case to the jury, declared that 
the gas for which the city objects 
to paying for at the rate of 75 cents 
a 1,000: cubic feet had cost the gas 
company 77.04, or a net loss of two 
cents on each 1,000 feet. 

At the corclusion of Justice Dike’s 
charge to the jury he directed that 
a sealed verdict be returned this 
morning.

MANY BEQUESTS TO CHARITY 


Largest Gives $100,000 to Lenox 
Hill Hospital—Son Chief Heir 
of $3,652,291 Fortune. 


The many activities and constant 
labors of Fritz. Achelis, pioneer of 
the hard rubber industry, who died 
at the age of 81 years, were de- 
scribed'‘in an appraisal filed yester- 
day of his estate, fixing the value 
at $3,930,121 gross and $3,652,291 net. 
Because Deputy Tax Commissioner 
Stephenson was convinced that when 
Mr. Achelis transferred stock worth 
$641,951 in a holding corporation for 
his real estate a few months before 
his death to his three children he 
had no thought of dying, the gift 
was declared untaxable and does not 
form a part of the estate. The bulk 
of the realty had been inherited un- 
der the will of his wife, who died 
several years before him. 

In addition, Mr. Achelis had made 
a gift shortly before his death of 
$75,000 in‘ notes of the Government 
of Great Britain and Ireland’to the 
two sisters of his wife and the chil- 
dren of a deceased ’sister, all of Ger- 
many, because they had been im- 
poverished by the World War. 

The -estate consisted of $91,509 in 
cash, personal effects worth $82,692, 
which included $26,055 for his Ppaint- 
ings,’ and $30,386 for etchings and 
engravings; morirages and accounts, 
$79,546, and securities valued at 
$3,670,180. The paintings ineludéed 
two Schreyers worth $4,500 and 
$3,500, a Daubigny worth $2,500, a 
Corot worth $2,000 and a Lenbach 
worth $2,000. The paintings, en- 
gravings and etchings were the work 
of Rembrandt and Durer.

After: examining witnesses on 
charges of fraud in collecting money 
on alleged’ false claims under the 
Workmen’s Compensation law by the 
industrial Survey Commission at a 
hearing at the Bar Association Build- 
ing yesterday, Senator James Tru- 
man, Chairman of the Commission, 
issued a statement to the effect that 
perjury and. malpractices have been 
common at hearings in compensation 
cases and that those in authority 
failed to punish the offenders. 

“The evidence recently  taken,’’ 
Mr. .Truman said, ‘‘indicates that 
many fraudulent claims are pre- 
sented for compensation and. that 
these false claims are paid and in 
some instances by collusion with 
some one in the Department of 
Labor. 

“The evidence also discloses that 
prejury is a common practice and 
that no action is taken by those in 
authority to punish those committing 
a| perjury through which often fraudu- 
lent awards are made. 

“The evidence shows that sub- 
poenas are not obeyed and that no 
action is taken by those in authority 
to enforce the law. in that respect. 
Thereby the compensation hearings 
attached to the Department of La- 
bor lose their authority, and by these 
frauds and by perjury and disre- 
spect honest claimants suffer and 
the carriers are compelled to pay 
unjust claims and an additional bur- 
den is placed on employers for the 
payments.”’ 

nthony De Lucca, chief’ investi- 
gator for the Bureau of Claims of 
the Labor Department, testified that

AN AUDIENCE OF NOTABLES 

Holds Shakespeare’s 

Original Play Has Been Tampered 
With During the Ages.

DRESDEN, Dec. 8.—Gerhart Haupt- 
mann; Germany’s foremost drama- 
tist, has been offering a helping hand 
across the ages to William Shake- 
speare. . According to Hauptmann, 
the version of ‘‘Hamlet’’? which we 
possess has been tampered with, and 
he has so revised and rewritten the 
play as to put it.back into the.orig- 
inal . shape .in. .which, Shakespeare 
wrote it. His new adaptation had 
its premiére at the Dresden State 
Playhouse this evening before ah au- 
dience including the cream of the 
German literary and _ theatrical 
world and many interested observers 
from Anglo-Saxon lands. : 
The reception was one of unmixed 
-enthusiasm, there being none of the 
usual booing to disturb contentment. 
At the close Hauptmann ahd his ac- 
tors were forced to take more than 
a-score of curtain calls. But it is 
a question how much of this enthu- 
siasm was due to reverence for 
Hauptmann as a representative Ger- 
man literary man. Whether it will 
permanently take the place of the 
splendid classical Schlagel transla- 
tion seems more than doubtful. 
The chief object Hauptmann sought 
was the tightening of the dramatic 
structure and the changing of Ham- 
let from a dreamer to a man of 
action. The first he accomplished 
by drawing Fortinbras more directly 
into the action of the plot and the 
second by making Hamlet the leader 
of Polonius’s revolt against Claudius. 
The first important change was in 


the second act, where the old King 
of Norway dismisses Hamlet as a 
weakling, but is warned by one of 
his courtiers that the Prince has the 

Danish people behind him. In Act 
8 young Fortinbras signifies his 
willingness to help Hamlet to the 
throne and Horatio tells Hamlet 
there’s a forest of swords at his 
back. Act 4 is the most revised. 
After Hamlet’s return from England, 
he meets Fortinbras and makes a 
act with him. Here Hamlet shows 
imself a man of action, incisive and 
imperious. When Laertes returns he 
is easily quieted about Polonius’s 
death, and it is Hamlet at the head 
of the army who breaks into the 

lace demanding, “Give me my 
ather.”’ 

He is about to dispatch the King 
when Ophelia, insane, appears. This 
so unmans Hamlet that he weakens 
and lets the King master him. In 
the graveyard scene, Act 5, Hamlet 
first jumps into the grave and takes 
over many of Laertes’s speeches. 


Hauptmann Receives Score of! 





The last scene begins with the “To 
be”’ soliloquy, which is shifted here 
by Hauptmann because he believes 
it is better suited to his mood. Ham- 
let then refuses to take the throne, 
apparently his for the asking. He 
is no longer interested in life and 
begs Horatio to follow him. to exile 
in Wurttemberg. At the clos2 Ham- 
let dies, nominating Fortinbras as 
his successor. The latter appears 
and is hailed as King. 
Hauptmann’s newly written dia- 
logue fits quite snugly into the Ger- 
man translation. Only when it is 
good, as in the King of Norway 
scene, it is Hauptmann’s, not 
Shakespeare’s. When it is bad, as 
in the renunciation scene, it is a 
combination of all the bad qualities 
of both. 
The performance at the charming 
Dresden playhouse was just what 
one is accustomed to expect there, 
adequate but conventional. It was 
satisfyin scenically and. several 
small rdles were brilliantly played:

The soloists who appeared with the 
Philharmonic Society last night in 
Symphony-, Hall . were. two—Scipione 
Guidi, concert master of the or- 
chestra, whose playing alone would 
have made admirable the perform- 
ance of movements from Mozart’s 
‘“‘Haffner’’ Serenade, -and Gitta Gra- 
dova, the young and exceptionally 
gifted ‘pianist of this city, received 
with an enthusiasm wholly’ justified 
by her musicianly and poetic per- 
formance of the Grieg concerto. 

The orchestral pieces were the in- 
comparable overture to Smetana’s 
‘‘Bartered Bride,’’ repeated from a 
previous program, the Mozart Sere- 
nade and the symphony of Cesar 
Franck, that towers to the skies. 

It might be asked in this day and 
age why it is necessary to play the 
movemegts of such a work as the 
‘“‘Haffner’’ Serenade with all the 
repetitions of the themes? How 
much this lovely music would gain 
by a good-sized cut! Admitting the 
good fortune of Miss Haffner, who 
could have such music ordered for 
her nuptials, admitting the seraphic 
inspiration of certain pages, it is 
nevertheless true that the content of 
the work doés“net justify its length. 
But the performante was a delight. 
Mr. Guidi played with a tone, a com- 
prehension, an intuition for Mozart 
rarely encountered; Mr. Mengelberg 
conducted a small orchestra with the 
greatest care for detail, clarity, 
nuance. It was with more than su- 
perficial courtesy that conductor and 
soloist clasped hands while the audi- 
ence applauded. 

The Grieg concerto, which ordi- 
narily sounds passé, should always 
be played by young pianists, not too 
sophisticated, not too surfeited with 
music, aglow: with sincerity and the 
fresh enthusiasm of their years. 
These qualities were pre-eminent in 
Miss Gradova’s performance. They 
were supplemented by finished tech- 
nic, a tone singing or brilliant as the 
case might be, and unforced; by ad- 
mirable dynamic adjustments, taste, 
and a musician’s grasp of the rela- 
tions of piano and orchestra. The 
tempi were well chosen and properly 
elastic; there was constant variety 
of color, and well calculated prepara- 
tion of climax. Romantic feeling 
never became mawkish or §senti- 
mental. If there was the occasional 
suggestion of the well-taught pupil 
just finding her own style and in- 
dividuality, there was ample evidence 
of native temperament and capacity. 

The performance not only inter- 
ested but moved the audience. Nor 
must the masterly reading of the 


orchestral part by Mr. Mengelberg 


go unmentioned. At the same time 
it may be asked why it is customary 
in performances of this concerto to 
play the final movement at a pace 
which, while slower than that of pre- 
ceding pages, but still far from the 
breath, the splendor and wildness 
that the passage could have, and 
that it is hard to believe unintended 
by the composer. 

The salient fact of this perform- 
ance, none the less and notwithstand- 
ing, was an interpretation that large- 
ly restored an aging concerto to life, 
giving even the thin places distinc- 

ion, reviving the thrilling that used 
to reside in the pages suggestive of 
northern nature and legend. The 
piano concerto is probably pa F 
Grieg is unquestionably receding into 
the past. It is not every composer, 
for all that, who can achieve a Grieg 
concerto. 


SYLVIA LENT’S RECITAL. 


Young Washington Violinist Past 
the “Promising’’ Stage. 


Sylvia Lent, a young Washington 
violinist, showed that she was past 
the ‘‘promising’’ stage in her recital 
at the Town Hall last night. Her 
playing was not that of a virtuoso, 
for there was an occasional lapse 
in fingering and intonation, and now 
and then a frostbitten quality in her 
tone. But in the main her technique 
was sure and confident, and she pro- 
duced an ample tone which many 
young artists might envy. 

No doubt Miss Lent plays with 
imagination as well, but her program 
did not always give her imagination 
a chance: It included a new violin 
concerto by Mario Castelnuovo-Te- 
desco—one of those show pieces which 
bristle with harmonics, double stops 
and other technical fireworks, and a 
cadenza which dazzles in the genu- 
ine Joachim manner. In this music, 
with phrases reminiscent of more 
than one old master, Miss Lent 
scaled the technical heights bravely; 
but her artistic abilities were more 
ps Peg in other numbers. She 
played Nardini’s concerto in E minor, 
especially the slow movement, with 
tenderness and feeling. Her program 
ended with Chausson’s ‘‘Poeme’’ and 
works by Glinka, Ravel, Sarasate 
and Paganini, and a ‘‘Barcarolle’”’ by 
the young violinist-composer, Ilse 
Niemack.

Doctors, Say Chloroform Was 
Administered Properly 
to Cissie Taylor. 


MEDICINE CALLED “AN ART” 


One Physician Who Has Anesthe- 
tized 20,000 Without a Death 
Says He Is “Just Lucky.” 


Dr. Bernard Eliasberg, a specialist 
in anesthesia, testified yesterday be- 
fore Supreme Court Justice Glennon 
and a jury that while in his twenty- 
one years’ practice he h%s adminis- 
tered anesthetics more than 20,000 
times and has had no’ deaths, he has 
‘‘just been lucky.” Dr. Eliasberg,ap- 
peared as an expert. witness for Dr. 
Louis Lahn of 120 West 112th Street, 
defendant in a; suit’ for $50;000 dam- 
ages for the death under chloroform 
of Mrs. Cecelia Taylor. a’ vaudeville 
actress known as.Cissie Taylor, one 
of the ‘‘Four Madcaps.’’ She died in 
Dr. Lahn’s office on July 2,.1925. 

The suit was brought by John W. 
Taylor, husband” of the actress, on 
the ground that death was due to 
negligence in. the administration of 
the anesthetic. He alleged that Dr. 
Abraham J. Ginsberg administered 
the chloroform by sprinkling it over 
a cloth covering her face ard that 
when Mrs. Taylor exclaimed she was 
‘‘choking and burnin@’’ Dr. Ginsberg 
told her to ‘‘cough it out,” and soon 
afterward felt her pulse and said, 
“‘My God; she’s dead!’’ 

: Dr. Ginsberg, in testifying, denied 
that the actress made any outcry, 
and said that while she was nervous 
it was only the usual condition 
of a patient. He said he used twen- 
ty eons of chloroform, which he 
ropped on a wire frame covered 
wi gauze and cotton. When he 
found that her breathing had stopped 
adrenalin and strychnine were given 
to stimulate heart action, he said, 
and artificial respiration was given 
for an hour, but without éffect. 
Dr. Ginsberg said that deaths from 
anesthesia occur for no, apparent 
reason, usually not because of im- 
proper administration but on ac- 
count of some condition in the pa- 
tient which is not known to the phy- 
sician. Deaths have been reported 
before a drop of chloroform has been 
given, he said, on account of shock 
to the nervous system. 
Dr. Eliasberg testified\that there 
is no positive way in which the 
hazard of giving an anesthetic may 
be eliminated. Persons in apparently 
sound health have succumbed, while 
others less hardy have been un- 
harmed, he said. 

‘Is not the practice of medicine 
an exact science?’’ asked R. H. 
Mackey, counsel for Mr. Taylor. 

**No, the practice of medicine is an 

art,”’ replied Dr. Eliasberg. ‘‘No 
rules can be applied with exaction.’’ 
Asked if it would not be safer if 
the drug were administered at the 
wate of a drop every thirty seconds, 
Dr. Eliasberg said that in some 
cases the patient would be .‘‘off the

effect. 
Dr. ‘Lahn denied that there had 
been any negligence and said he con- 
sidered the case ‘‘a misfortune that 
could happen at any time.”’’

A bit of hospital bandage with a 
rare Civil War story behind it was 
auctioned last night at the Anderson 
It was a story of the 
pardon by Abraham Lincoln of a 
wounded youth suspected of deser- 
tion. 


During the period of the Battles of 
the Wilderness Lincoln spent much 
of his spare time in hospitals among 
the wounded. . Moved by the story 
of one youth accused of desertion, 
the President wrote a pardon for him 
on the readiest surface available—a 
piece of bandage. It does not bear 
the -youth’s* n nor~is, anything 
known of his fate. There is merely 
recorded Abraham Lincoln’s gener- 
osity: ‘‘Let this boy be pardoned 
for any supposed desertion and dis- 
charged from the , Service.

Hamsun’s kinship to Ibsen has 
been recognized before this, but it is 
apparent once more in ‘‘At the Gate 
of the Kingdom.’’ These Scandi- 
navians all seem to stick together; 
and this play about a young idealist 
who allows an unswerving pursuit of 
a philosophical ambition to wreck his 
marital life has more than. a few 


ple’ and even ‘“‘The Wild Duck.’’ It 
is. written with fine understanding, 
with reflective sympathy for both of 
the involved persons and with the 
calmness and detachment that are 
popularly supposed to be indicative 
of the philsophical mind. 

True the spectator feels a certain 
regard for the yearning young wife 
whose affection is wasted upon a 
husband so completely preoccupied 
with his theories and theses that he 
has no time for life or love. The 
spectator sympathizes with her when 
ahs leaves with the sleek Lothario— 
in this case, curiously enough, a 
newspaper man, thou not a dra- 
matic critic—but that is not because 
the author turns and twists one’s 
feelings in her direction. He is 
equally patient with her studious, 
zealous spouse, a fanatical inquirer 
into the philosophies of man, who 
will make no compromises for tem- 
poral gain with his ideas of truth. 

In the two leading parts the Labor- 
atory Theatre’s production had the 
benefit of one excellent and one good 
performance. The first was by Flor- 
ence 
fair rapidly took upon herself the 
chief burden of the evening by con- 
tributing a full rounded portrayal of 
the er, possessive young wife, 
torn between giving up her husband 
and those things which were vital to 
her happiness. In her moments of 
stress and indecision she was par- 
ticularly effective. Grover Burgess, 
as the husband, was_ sufficiently 
studied and scholarly. In the lesser 
parts one might sometimes have 
wished for a better cast than was re- 
cruited. among Mr. Boleslavsky’s 
amateur-professionals, but all things 
considered, ‘“‘At the Gate of the King- 
dom” was a most creditable under- 
taking. 

The translation appeared to be ex- 
cellent, and the setting, while of a 
school which permitted coats, hats 
and pictures to be painted on it, was 
atmospheric and colorful.

By mu- 
tual arrangement final action has 
been postponed for a period of ten 
days. The main question at issue 
is Mie appointment of the coach- 
ing staff to be nominated by Mr. 
Meehan.”’

Majors in Modified Agreement 
—Scouting Attacked. 


By The Associated Press. 

DALLAS, Tex., Dec. 8.—Possibility 
that baseball might see another con- 
troversy such as that which shook 
the game before the present major- 
minor league accord. was reached 
was seen here tonight when the Na- 
tional ‘Association of Professional 
Baseball Leagues ordered five of its 
members to discontinue their mod- 
ified draft agreement with the major 
leagues. 

The American Association, the In- 
ternational League, the Pacific Coast 
League, the Three-I League and the 
Western League were ordered to dis- 
continue the modified’ draft immedi- 
ately, fourteen leagues voting for the 
resolution and five against. Those 
which voted against the resolution 
were the Pacific Coast League, the 
Three-I League, the Western League, 
the Western Association and the Mis- 
sissippi Valley League. : 

By te action the association auto- 
matically put the five leagues in a 
strictly non-draft classification. 

When the major-minor agreement 
governing relations between the up- 
per and lower strata of baseball .was 
adopted in 1921 it was accepted only 
with the consent of all parties. At 
that time all minor league clubs had 
the option of accepting the draft or 
definitely rejecting it. 


- ' Refused to Accept Draft. 


The American Association and In- 
ternational, Coast, Western and 
Three-I Leagues at that time refused 
to accept the draft, while the other 
minors agreed to it. Later, however, 
John Conway To »le, President of the 
International League, charged today, 
pressure was brought to bear on 
these clubs through the refusal of 
major league clubs to send them 
players’ or allow them to obtain play- 
ers from the other minors. 

As a compromise the five non-draft 
leagues finally accepted what is 
known as the modified draft, under 
which they can obtain players from 
the major leagues. with the under- 
standing that such players can be 
drafted-back to the majors. Play- 
ers belonging to the leagues who 
have not come to them from the 
majors, however, are not subject to 
the draft.

While Yale athletic officials today 
declined to discuss the twin-team 
plan as adopted recently by Michi- 
gan, whereby that institution will be 
represented by two elevents next 
Fall, one playing at home and the 
other on opponents’ fields, it is un- 
derstood the plan is being considered 
unofficially at Yale. 

For one thing, the plan already has 
revived a proposal made _ several 
years ago by Professor Clarence W. 
Mendell, now Dean of the college, to 
have Yale represented by a second 
or reserve team in addition to the 


varsity eleven. 
Professor Mendell, who at that 


time was Chairman of the Yale Ath- 


4 letic Board of Control, proposed the 


organization of a reserve football 
team for the purpose of meeting 
Eastern elevens, particularly the 
smaller colleges in the 
sector, who could nob be accommo- 
dated on Yale’s varsity schedule. 
Professor Mendell’s proposal fol- 
lowed the reluctance of several New 
Enarond colleges, including Trinity, 
e games with Yale, because 
ey felt so powerful an eleven: as 
the’ Elis put too much of a strain on 
their own teams and because they 
preferred to arrange games with coi- 
lege rivals of their own approximate 
size and strength. 


Plan Is Dropped. 


The suggestion of.a Yale reserve 
team, however, did not meet with 
full approval and the scheme was 
dropped, although it always has been 
a matter of eo here that Yale in 
recent years has not been able to 
meet its Connecticut sister universi- 
ties on the gridiron. 

But Michigan’s twin-team plan has 
revived discussion of Professor Men- 
dell’s proposal, for in addition to ar- 

games with Connecticut 
schools a reserve team might also 
extend its activities with games in 
New Jersey and Maine. 

Such a plan, it is now felt, would 
be in et with Yale’s present pol- 
icy of “athletics for all students’’ 
and increasing the sco = student 
activity in sport as muc ible.

Continued Decline on Stock Ex- 
change—Call Money 4%, Ster- 
ling Again at Highest. 


Yesterday’s news with a bearing 
on the financial situation vas made 
up of a recovery in sterling to the 
season’s highest price, announcement 
of the Treasury’s quarterly financing 
at a rate for its short-term offerings 
¥% of 1 per cent. above last month’s, 
a@ brokers’ loan return showing $52,- 
000,000 further increase for the week, 
and a railway car-loading statement 
which repeated the previous week’s 
comparison with other years. The 
stock market moved as it had done 
the day before; declines being gen- 
eral «nd running in a few active 
shares to 5 or 6 points, but again 
with partial recovery before the 
closing. . 

The strength in sterling was rathe 
generally taken to foreshadow con- 
tinuance of the gold movement to 
London; the Reserve banks lost no 
gold for the week, but their reserve 
ratio went to the lowest of the year. 
The increase in brokers’ loans was 
not unexpected, and the fact that 
they showed expansion of $824,000,000 
from last December and of $403,000,- 
000 since ‘the week in June when all 
previous high records were surpassed 
attracted no great notice. In most 
minds this larger extension of credit 
on Stock Exchange collateral was not 
dissociated from the fact that 
“other ‘“oans’® as reported by all 
member banks in the Federal Re- 
serve are $3,600,000 less than a year 
ago. 

Compared with the same week in 
1926, the freight cars loaded in the 
last week of November decreased 
101-8 per cent.; they were 10% per 
cent. below 1925 and the smallest for 
the period in the past six years, ex- 
cept for 1923. The returns cover 
Thanksgiving Day week, but the 
comparison runs with the same holi- 
day week in other years. For Novem- 
ber as a whole, loadings have shown 
up 10% per cent. below 1926. Ap- 
parently, railway shares reflected 
this position yesterday, the exception 
among them being a vigorous rise in 
Southern Railway stock from a 
yearly 7 per cent. basis to 8. This 
may fairly be taken as indicating fa- 
vorable conditions in the South; pos- 
sibly we’ shall hear from the North- 
west to a similar effect, when the 
full influence of the fortunate har- 
vests has been felt. 

In its own final-estimate on the 
cotton crop, the Department of Agri- 
culture yesterday named 12,789,000 
bales, or 53;000 less than its Novem- 
ber forecast. The department’s 
series of monthly forecasts have not 
appreciably varied since the 12,692,- 
000 estimate of September was put 
out. During that same interval in 
the past three years, the official 
estimate was changed 600,000 to 
2,700,000 bales, so that it may at 
least be said that the Washington 
bureau has this time stuck to its 
guns unusually closely. 
day’s estimate were to be verified by 
the final ginnings, the cotton crop 
of 1927 would be_ substantially 
smaller than any raised since 1923, 
but would otherwise have been 
equaled since 1914 only once—by the 
13,200,000 crop of 1920, which came 
on the talk cf scarcity and the 43- 
cent price of that extraordinary 
year. 

The view of prices taken yesterday 
by the cotton market, in the light of 
the bureau estimate, was unex- 
pected. -The Government’s forecast 
did not vary greatly from the private 
estimates, and it was much below 
the general run of such expectations, 
one or two months ago. Yet cotton, 
after hesitating, declined so rapidly 
as to end the day with a loss of 
% cent a pound; the spot price, 19.15 
cents, being the lowest reached since 
the day before the Government’s 
August estimate, when the trade was 
predicting as much as_ 14,000,000 
bales for the season’s yield. So sin- 
gular an action of the market would 
appear on its face to reflect either 
disbelief in the bureau’s present esti- 


imate, or else belief in a very con- 


siderable decrease of consumption 
from last season.

The Commission Reports. 


In its forty-first annual report the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
gave to the railroad world yesterday 
an exceptionally interesting docu- 
ment.

DEMOCRACY ALSO'ATTACKED 


Kingsley Asserts It Fails Because 
Leaders Now Are in Business or , 
Science, Not in Politics. 


While our population has increased 
only a little more than one-half since 
the beginning of the century, the 
number of American life insurance 
policyholders has increased sixfold, 
according to Archibald A. Welch, 
Chairman of the twenty-first annual 
convention of the Association of 
Life Insurance Presidents, which 
opened a two-day session yesterday 
at the Hotel Astor. 

Life insurance executives from all 
parts of the United States and Can- 
ada, representing sixty-six compa- 
nies, have gathered for the conven- 
tion, the general theme of which is 
‘“‘America’s. New Economic Fron- 
tiers—A Challenge to Business, Edu- 
cation and Government.” 

“‘While the nation’s wealth is now 
about four and one-half times its 
amount at the beginning of this cen- 
tury,’”’ said Mr. Welch, who is Presi- 
dent of the Phoenix Mutual Life 
Insurance Company of Hartford, 
Conn., ‘‘at this time it can be closely 
estimated that this year’s payments 
. to beneficiaries and policyholders 
will amount to $1,500,000,000, almost 
| eight times the return of twenty-six 
: ‘years ago, when the payments were 
$192,000,000. During the twenty- 
seven years of this century, life in- 
surance companies will have d to 
beneficiaries. and oben ers a 
total of $16,834,000,000, nearly twice 
the total amount of insurance in 
force on all American lives at the 
beginning of the period. 


Present Generation Excels. 
“The figures just given as to pol- 
fey payments show the provision 
made by prior, though recent, gen- 


erations for their families. Is the 
present generation living up to the 
standards of the past? It is excelling 
all former generations, for in 1927 
it will have purchased about $16,- 
900,000,000 new life insurance, an in- 
crease over the amount in 1926 of 
$439,000,000: 

“A few comparisons show that in 
the ever-increasing amounts expend- 
ed for voluntary life insurance the 
American people are fast becoming 
life-insurance-thrift addicts. The 
amount of new business written in 
each of the years 1926 and 1927 ex- 
ceeded the total amount in force in 
1910, which represented at that time 
the results of more than sixty years 
of life insurance effort. The life in-

than $87,000,000,000 of insurance in 
force, ten times the amount in force 
at the beginning of the century, three 
times the amount in force in 1917 
and double that in 1920.’’ 


Education System Assailed. 


Although this country has the 
largest public school system on 


earth, the most expensive college 
buildings and the most extensive cur- 
riculum, nowhere else is education 
so indifferent to any specific out- 
come as in America, Dr. W. H. ‘P. 
Faunce, President of Brown Univer- 
sity, told the convention. 

Speaking on “Educating Twen- 
tieth Century Pioneers,’’ Dr. Faunce 
quoted the remark of the late Ad- 
miral Dewey at Manila Bay: ‘You 
may fire when ready, Gridley,’’ and 
said that ‘‘all around us today are 
thousands of Americans who are fir- 
ing before they are ready, firing be- 
fore they see the target, or firing at 
a dozen targets at once.’’ 

‘One trouble with our education in 
the past has been its negative char- 
acter,’’ he continued. 

“It is aimed at the repression of 
faults rather than the creation of vir- 
tues. It has corrected blunders in 
reading and writing and arithmetic, 
instead of showing through mastery 
of those tools one may construct a 
career. 

‘“‘Another defect is that our educa- 
bate) eMB c¥-K-ME cele Mle) da-)eMbost-t- holmes ebdey asst ing 
to an accepted pattern, rather than 
release of energy in construction. We 
need schools and colleges with a pur- 
pose, and a goal that can give our 
students some dream of the future 
and some definite capacity to make 
that dream come true.’’ 

Dr. Faunce assailed the idea that 
all we need is vocational schools. He 
said the result of such narrow train- 
ing was an “‘illiberal education, 
suited to hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water, but not to those who 
must create America’s tomorrow.”’ 

Dr. Faunce pointed out some of 
the qualities every pioneer should 
have, one of. which was the power 
to see every form of private business 
as a kind of public service. 


Shift of Leadership. 


Attacking democracy as it has 
worked out in this country and what 
he called the ‘‘foolish philosophy of 
the Declartion of Independence,”’ 
Darwin P. Kingsley, President of the 
New York Life Insurance Company, 
next addressed the session. He said 
“all our leadership is in the field of 
science and business—we have no 
real leadership in government.”’ 

“If we are to penetrate still fur- 
ther beyond the frontiers set up both 
by life and death we must either 
learn to live effectively more years 
beyond sixty, which is unlikely, or 
we must learn to live faster,’’ said 
Mr. Kingsley. ‘‘Of course, science, 
which has increasingly defeated dis- 
ma@e, May overcome senility, but I 
e-oubt it. We must therefore de- 
velop our brain power if, in terms 
of achievement, we are, in seventy 
years, to live a thousand years. 

“Isn't it conceivable that some day 
we shall produce a race whose brain 
capacity will be developed i100 per 
cent.? Some day the real superman 
will come. He will have a fully 
developed brain; he will really be 
civilized; he will be led by reason, 
and he will think. Some day, be- 
cause a majority of men think and 
have reconstructed society, govern- 
ments will endure.’’ 

Mr. Kingsley reviewed briefly the 
histories of Egypt, Greece and Rome, 
and declared the reason for the fall 
of these empires was to be found 
primarily in the passing of their 
great men. 

“A democracy to endure must be 
ruled by its best. If it elects its best 
and nourishes its best its civiliza- 


dent of Insurance, told of the in- 
creasing need for lawyers in the in- 
surance field. The coupling of legal 
talent with insurance, he said, is not 
interference but cooperation. Both 
take cognizance of the value of hu- 
men life; the one seeks to preserve 
and protect that life, while the other 
erect in a measure, for its 
oss. 

Louis A.:Taschereau, Prime Minis- 
ter of the Province of Quebec, as- 
serted that many of the best Amer- 
ican life insurance companies en- 
joyed the full confidence of the Cana- 
dian people and received a large 
Share of the tremendous amount of 
business written in Canada. 


Most Insurance Here. 


Citizens of the United States carry 
more life insurance than all the rest 


of the people of the world put to- 
gether, Leroy A. Lincoln, general 
ceunsel for the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company, told the conven- 
tion. Slightly more than 71 per cent. 
of the insurance in force throughout 
the world, he said, is carried by 
American companies. 

“There are in the United States 
thirteen corporations, each having 
assets in excess of $1,000,000,000,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Three of these are life insur- 
ance corporations. The growth cf 
these thirteen corporations to billion- 
dollar size is contemporaneous with 
and quite likely has much to do with 
the outstanding position of the 
United States in the commercial ac- 
tivities of the world.’’ 

Speaking on ‘‘Transforming Power 
Into Happiness,’’ Matthew S. Sloan, 
Bg ==) Ce (=) oe) ME on) wee) La Edison 
Company, said that in the United 
States nearly as much electricity 
was used as in all the rest of the 
world. He declared that the electri- 
fication of American industry has 
put behind the American worker 
who is backed up by a power plant 
between three and four horsepower 
of energy. Speaking of the electric 
branch of public utilities, Mr. Sloan 
said the power and light industry 
dates from 1882. In less than half 
a century it has girdled the globe. 
Today it serves some _ 80,000,000 
American people,

IS NOT A COMMODITY 


Head of Newspaper Agency 
Combats Trade Board’s 
Contention. 


CONTENDS IT IS A SERVICE 


Association Defeats Effort to Make 
It Disclose Its Confidential 
Files. 


The attempt to prove newspaper 
advertising a commodity subject to 
the ruling of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, thereby making the 
American Advertising Agencies As- 
sociation liable for restraint of trade, 
was combatted at the Federal Trade 
Commission hearing yesterday at 45 
Broadway by Cornelius F. Kelley, 
President of the Kelley-Smith Com- 
pany, newspaper representatives. He 
testified that his company repre- 
sented twenty-seven’ daily newspa- 
pers throughout the United States 
and that he was the owner of The 
Fall River Herald News. He classi- 
fied advertising, not as a commod- 
ity, but as a service opportunity that 
allowed the advertiser to present his 
story before the buying public. 

Earlier in the session the Govern- 
ment’s attempt to force Lincoln B. 
Palmer, Secretary of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
to reveal the confidential files con- 
cerning the A. T. De Lamar Com- 
pany met with defeat when his at- 
torney, Harold S. Rankine advised 
him against it.

DEPRESSION IS BLAMED 


Parent Concern’ Unaffected—Wall 
Street Sees Contest:Between Rock- 
efeller and American Republics. 


HOUSTON, Texas, Dec. 8 (P).—A| 
receiver was appointed in District 
Court here today for the Galena-Sig- 
nal Oil Company, allied with a $12,- 
000,000 corporation of Franklin, Pa. 
The proceedings were begun by the 
company itself. McDonald Meachum, 
® Houston lawyer, was appointed re- 
ceiver. 

The refinery and principal proper- 
ties of the company are in Houston, 
but it has many assets of large value 
in other States and in foreign coun- 
tries. 

The Houston company is a subsid- 
jary of the Pennsylvania company, 
which owns all of the capital stock 
of the defendant company. The Fi- 
delity Trust Company of Houston is 
made a party to the suit because it 
is trustee for the bondholders. 

In a statement here today J. A. 
Bertin of New York, President of the 
Pennsylvania company, said the re- 
ceivership was rendered necessary by 
the depressed state of the oil in- 
custry. Judge W. E. Moore, Presi- 
dent of the Fidelity Trust. Company, 
said bondholders would lose nothing. 
He said the Rockefeller Foundation 
owned stock in the parent company, 
but that the Texas concern could not 


be considered a Standard Oil prop- 
erty. 


Parent Company Not Affected. 


Special to The New York Times. 

FRANKLIN, Pa., Dec. 8.—Receiv- 
ership of the Galena-Signal Oil Com- 
pany of Texas has no effect what- 
ever on the Galena-Signal Oil Com- 
pany of Pennsylvania, officers stated 
here today. 

The action was brought by the 
parent company of Franklin to pro- 
tect its own interests at the Texas 
plant, which has not been doing well 
lately. 

A retrenchment policy was adopted 
by the Galena of Pennsylvania ef- 
fective Dec. 1. 


Contest With Rockefeller Interests. 


The action of the Galena-Signal Oil 
Company of Texas apparently re- 
flects, according to views in Wall 
Street, a contest between the Rocke- 


fellcr interests and those behind the 
American Republics Corporation for 
ba el-Mam © 28 (-bet-Powt-act- 8 Mb e) us) el-bus (1 eae A Ca 
one more in a series of moves that 
seem to point to disintegration of the 
parent company. J. S. Cullinan, a 
former Standard Oil man, heads 
American Republics, 

Failing to agree on control of the 
Galena-Signal properties, the rival 
interests seems to have agreed on a 
policy of dividing the properties in- 
volved. 

Recently the Galena-Signal tanker 
fleet passed into the management of 
the Petroleum Navigation Company, 
a subsidiary of American Republics. 
Some months ago the Galena-Signal 
Oil Company of Pennsylvania sold 
the Galena-Signal Oil Company of 
Canada, Ltd., to the Imperial Oil 
Company, Ltd., a Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey subsidiary. It 
sold largé holdings in Texas at about 
the same time, and last May sold its 
Stevenson tract in the Humble oil 
field to the Texas corporation. 

Thess transactions followed efforts 
by the Rockefeller and Cullinan in- 
terests to buy one another out of the 
Galena-Signal organization.

CONVENTION IN JERSEY 
GETS ADVICE ON SALES 


Profits From Tall Baildings and 
New Methods Are Discussed 
by Realtors. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Dec. 8.— 
Charles G. Edwards of New York, 
past President of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards, in a 
speech today before the annual con- 
vention of the ‘New Jersey Associa- 
tion at the Hotel Ambassador, ad- 
vised realty brokers during times of 
depression, such as the present, to 
“sit and think.’’ 

Mr. Edwards suggested that real- 
tors should attempt to interest com- 
panies in the profits to be earned 
by the erection of large buildings. 
Thinking along these lines, he said, 
would be found profitable, as well as 
@ recreation. 

Flaveil F. Shurtleff of New York, 
director of the Extension Depart- 
ment of the Regional Plan of New 
York under the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation, congratuiated the voters of 
New Jersey on their adoption of the 
zoning amendment at the recent spe- 
cial election. People have come to 
believe that in zoning the community 
has found its best defense against 
too rapid and unnecessary changes 
which are often thrust upon it by 
speculative builders, he said. 

William Herren, who is director of 
the extension department of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
Boards, stated that realtors must 
get away from old ideas in selling 
and advertising. 

Competition will be so keen in the 
next four or five years that it will 
be only the man who is well qualified 
to meet that competition who will 
remain in the real estate business, 
Mr. Herren said, adding that what 
the business needs is more character, 
sympathy and common sense. 

In discussing salesmanship, the 
speaker said: 

“Ninety per cent. of articles sold 
EWu-MeAsbaelit=aoMael-Meleyeste) bet haley Mees mm (eC-1- 03 
of use and pleasure. The automobile 
industry was not built on the fact 
that there were eight cylinders and 
heavy chankshafts.

If that appeal sells automobiles, why 
will it not sell real estate? The real 
estate salesman who fails to study 
and to use imagination to sell prop- 
erty must remain an all-moster.”’ 

State President Charles E. Rousek 
of Jersey City, in reviewing the work 
of the past year, said that thirteen 
new real estate boards had been 
added to the association. These, 
he stated, embraced thirty munici- 
rene and had a combined mem- 

ership of 215 realtors.

GAMBLING RAID NETS SEVEN 


Police and Vice Agents Enter, Hotel 
at 65th St. and Broadway. 


Police of the West Sixty-eighth 
Street. Station and agents of the So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice 
swooped down yesterday. afternoon 
on the Hotel Sidney, 59 West Sixty- 
fifth Street, and. arrested seven men 
who Howard C. Barber, Superin- 
tendent of the society, charged were 
operating ‘‘one of the most substan- 
tial policy games in éxistence.’’ 

The seven pleaded not guilty in 
West Side Court before Magistrate 
John V. Flood to a charge of pos- 
sessing policy. slips and were held 
in $500 bail each’ for examination 
Dec. 15. They furnished bail. 

The raid created considerable ex- 
citement at Sixty-fifth Street and 
Broadway. The raiders hurried to 
the second floor, where in: a room, 
they said, they found the seven men, 
all well dressed, at work at green- 
covered tables, ‘aided by adding ma- 
chines, check books and other para- 
phernalia. Also there, they said, was 
some alleged whisky in five-gallon 
cans. 

One of the seven. was. Benjamin 
Dworett, <: years old, said to be 
proprietor of the hotel. In addition 
to the gambling slip charge he was 
also charged with’ violating the tro- 
hibition law and’ an additional $500 
was added to his bail. 

The siz: others described themselves 
as Harry Krikstein, 43 years old, of 
2,704 University Avenuc, the Bronx; 
Nathan Engel, 39, 128 West 120th 
Street; David Bérgman, 26, 2,728 
Webb Avenue, the Bronx; Juan Au- 
dinot. 48, 301 St. Nicholas Avenue; 
J>ern Audinot, 46, 242 East 100th 
Street, and Harry Simon, 23, 133 
West 145th Street. All gave their 
occupations as salesmen except Juan 
Audinot who said he was an actor. 

The Vice Society Superintendent 
said he had been gathering evidence 
on { alleged policy game for sev- 
eral months, It:supplied tickets to 
negroes, although many white peo- 
ple’ also played’ the game, he said.

O’CONNELL SCORES MEXICO. 


Cardinal Describes Situation There 
as “‘Riotous Communism.” 
BOSTON, Dec. 8 ().— Cardinal 
O’Connell, Archbishop of Boston, 'to- 
day characterized conditions in Mex- 
ico as “riotous, blasphemous com- 
munism.” In ¢n interview with 
newspapermen on the occasion of his 
sixty-eighth. birthday anni-ersary, 
the Cardinal, afte: expressing his 


gratitude for the happy thoughts 
with which he looked back over the 
years, went on to say: 

‘It doesn’t mean that there is not 
a sad cause underlying them all, and 
that is. the thought of Mexico. How 
can any American be composed in

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 8.—Talk- 
ing freely for the first time since his 
capture Tuesday, ‘Frank Kiekart, 31- 
year-old gangster,,.confessed today 
that he was one of ‘the “‘Bum Rog- 
ers’? mob that murdered a Long Is- 
land bond salesman in 1924, .accord- 
ing to Captain of Detectives Charles 
H. Burns. 

The-suspect in the Elizabeth, N. 
J., $150,000 mail robbery broke down 
during questioning. by New. York and 
local detectives and admitted his 
participation in the hold-up that in- 
cluded the killing of the bond sales- 
man, but maintained his innocence 
of any other crimies about which he 
was questioned, Captain Burns said. 

Just before he was turned over to 
United States Marshal George W. 
Collier, Kiekart was examined by 
Captain Burns, Detective Anthony 
S. Parr. .and Detective Sergeant 
Emil Morse of Nassau County, New 
York, and Private Detective Felix de 
Martini, also of New York. After 
the conference Captain Burns an- 
nounced the confession. 


Kiekart, they learned, was with 
James (Killer) Cunniffe, William 
(Iceboat) Connelly, Jim Moore, Jack 
Slattery, Ambrose Ross and two 
other gangsters yét unnamed in an 
automobile that bore down on Ernest 
Whitman as he was about to enter 
the Bellmore Bank of Bellmore, L. I. 
A hail of bullets descended on the 
bond salesman, killing him, Captain 
Burns said, and the mob escaped 
with-$7,000 in currency he was taking 
to the bank 

Although " Kiekart admitted his 
presence in the automobile, the de- 
verve? said, he denied having fired 
a shot 

Three ‘members of the gang—Cun- 
niffe, Connelly and Moore—are dead, 
killed in gang fights. Two—Slattery 
and Ross—are serving life terms in 
Sing Sing for their part in the mur- 
der, and the capture of ' Kiekart 
leaves only two to be accounted for.
